Crowds gathered at the approaches 
to the Houses of Parlfament, and the 
benches of the Conimons were closely 
packed with members, who showed 
deep interest in the questions and the 
Premier's method of presenting the 
prime importance of the issues in- 
volved. There were no fireworks’ in 
his speech, but an earnest insistence 
on the peril of the moment and the 
necessity of taking every possible 

‘ measure to meet it. 

The House at question time had 
shown itse)f full of life. It rose to 
every controversial point, and it sent 
up a deep cheer of welcome as Cap- 
tain Redmond took.the oath on his re- 
election to his father’s old seat. As

| Premier Shows Gravity of Task.

The Premier seemed at first to be 
restrained by the gravity of the mo- 
‘ ment. “ We have now entered the 
‘most critical phase of this terrible 
war,” he began, and he spoke slowly 
and with constant consultation of his 
notes. For nearly an hour he re- 
viewed the military situation, and 
though he expressed hig entire confi- 
dence in the army and paid a high 
tribute to the courage, endurance, and 
skill of soldiers and Generals alike, -it 
was clear that he was impressed by 
the vastness of, the forces against the 
Allies and the reality of their danger. 
_ Not until he spoke of General Carey 
and his “brilliant achievement” in 
stopping the German advance with a 
ecratch corps of signalmen, engineers, 
and labor battaltons did he arouse the 
enthusiasm of the House in a round 
of deep cheers.

. Text of the Speech. 


LONDON, ‘April. 9.—The full . text 


of the: Prine Minister's speech fol- 
lows: ; 

“We have now entered the most 
critical phase of this terrible -war. 
There is. a dull in the storm, but the 
hurricane - not over. Doubtless we 
must exp2ct more . fierce outbreaks, 
and ere it is finally exhausted there 
will be many more. 

“The fate-of the empire, the fate of 
Europe, and the fate of Uberty 
throughout the world nfay ‘depend on 
the success with which the very: last of 
these attacks 1s resisted and countered. 

“The Government, ‘therefore, 'pro- 
pose, to submit to Parllament today 
certain recommendations, in order to 
assist this country and the Allies to 
weather the storm. They will involve, 
'T regret, extreme sacrifices ¢ on the part 
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of large classes of the population, and 
nothing -would justify them but the 
most extreme necessity and the fact 
that. we are fighting for all that is es- 
‘sential and most sacred in our national 
life. 

“ Before I come to the circumstances. 
which led ‘up to our submitting these 
proposals: to Parliament, I ought to 
say one word as-to why ‘Parliament 
was not immediately summoned. Since

Action “Far Removed” from Panic. 


“ The proposals which we intend 
submitting to Parliament required very 
close and careful examination, and I 
think there is this advantage in° our 
meeting today, rather than !mmedi- 
ately after the impact of the German 
attack, that we shall be considering 
these proposals under. conditions*which 
wjll be far removed from — sugges- 
tion of.panic. 

“I shall now come to the oircum- 
Stances which haye led to the present 
military position. It is very difficult 
at this time to present a clear, con- 
nected, and reliable narrative of what 
happened.® There has been a great 
battle on a front of fifty miles—the 
greatest battle ever fought in the his- 
tory’ ef the world. Enormous forces 
fave heen engaged; there was a von- 
siderable retirement on the part of 
the British forces, and under these 
conditions it is not always easy for 
some time to ascertain what actually 
happened. 

““ The House will recollect the diffi- 
culty we experienced with regard to 
Cambrai. It was difficult to piece to- 
gether the story of the event for some 
time, and Cambrai was a very trivial 
event ee with this gigantic 
battle. 

‘“ The Generals and their staffs are, 
naturally, engaged and have to con- 
centrate their attention upon the 


F operations of the enemy, and until 


the strain reldxes it would be very 
difficult to institute the necessary in- 
quiries' to find out exactly what hap- 
pened, and to furnish an adequate 
explanation of the battle. 


‘German Forces Slightly Smaller. 


, “ However, there are two or three 
tacts which stand out, and in stating 
them I should.like to call attention to 
two things which I think above all 
myst be avoided. . The first is that 
nothing should be said which could 
give-information to the enemy; noth- 
ing should be said which would give 
encouragement to the enemy, and 
nothing should be said which would 
give discouragement to our own 
troops, who are fighting so gallantly 
at this: very hour. | 

“And the secand question js that 
all recrimjnatign at this hour must be 
shut out. 

“ What was the position at the be- 
ginning of the battle?

QUARTERS IN FRANCE, April 9. - 
A heavy and. determined’ attack was 


begun against us this morning a con-. 


siderable distance north of our recent 
battles on about eleven miles ‘of front 
between Armentitres and La Bassée: 
Canal. . So far as the news comes to 
us up to this afternoon the enemy 
apparently has succeéded in driving in 
parts of the Allies’ post lines, while 
the troops are holding him by Giv- 
enchy on the right and about Fleur- 
baix on the left. 

This new attack was preceded by a 
long, concentrated © bombardment, 
which had gradually been increaging. 
during the last day or two, until ‘it 
reached great heights of -fury last 
night and.early this morning. The 
enemy used poison gas in immense 
quantities, and it may be estimated 
that during the night he flung over 
60,000 gas shells in order to create a 
wide zone of this evil vapor and stu- 
pefy the gunners, transport, and in~ 
fantry if they were caught without 
their masks, which is improbable. 

His gunfire reached out to many 
towns and villages behind the allied 
lines, like Bethune and Armentiérés, 
Vermelles and Pnilosophe, Merville 
and Estaires, and this did not cease 
around Armentiéres until 11:30 this 
morning, though further south from 
Fleurbaix his infantry attack was in 
progress ct an early hour, certainly 
by 8 o’clock, and his barrage lifted in 
order to let his troops advance. 

The strength of his attack is not yet 
known with any certainty, but three 
divisions are in that area, including 
the 44th Reserve and 8lst and 11th 
Ersatz, asd it is probable that he has 
other forces engaged. 

Pertuguese Treops in Line. 

Part of the line was held by Portu- 
guese troops, who for a long time have 
been between Laventie. and ‘Neuve 
Chapelle, holding positions which were 
subject to severe raids from time to 
time. They are now in the thick o 
this battle, ‘most fiercely beset an 
fighting gailantly. 

It is a battle over, the old and 
famous ground where early in this 
war there was most deadly atrife 
during the struggle around Neuve 
Chapelle in March of 1915 and at 

Festybert. It is ground where the 
Indian infantry attacked again and 
again with most gallant courage and 
where afterward the survivors held 
the lines through the Spring’ and 
Summer, so that the flat fields all 
around with fringes ot willows along 
narrow canals that intersect al] this 
moist land and the villages behind, 
like Estaires and Laventie, and places 
of ruin like La Gorgue and Riche- 
bourg and Quinque Rues, will. be 
forever haunted with memories of 
those dark-dyed men, who \to ‘the 
French pedsants seemed like fairy 
princes and figures out of the 
Arabian Nights tales. .

The American. railway engineers who 
helped stem the tide of the onrushing 
Gérmans during the opening days of the 
battle ow i progress fought shoulder 
to: shouldér.with Canadian: engineers in 
carrying out theirtask. They held their 
ground stubbornly, and only retired to 
previously prepared positions when 
forced to do so, and inflicted “casualties 
by the thousand upon the. Germans as 
they advanced in close formation—in 
one place in as many as seven waves, 
each ‘ wave 10: men a and 100 yards 
from the next.’ ; 

“The Americans with the \Cafiadians 
had all the. ammunition they’ néeded, 
and, although they were unsupported by 


the artillery and armed only with rifles 


and” with a. few machine guns, they 
poured streams of bullets into the enemy 
at several different times until their 
weapons were so hot as to be useless. 

This handful of American soldiers, 
who were not hardened to such terrific 
slaughter, were sickened by the shambles 
they created, but’ fought furiously - for 
several days, helping to hold the enemy 
all the way from near St. Quentin to’ 
the vicinity of Noyon. .These were the 
Americans. mentioned at the time in the 
official communiqués, but these details 
of their exploits it has only now been 
possible to obtain. 

When the German attack began the 
‘Americans were working in the rear 
lines with the Canadians, under Cana- 
dian command. They quickly threw 
down their tools and seized the weapons 
with which they had been armed for 
scme months, and formed themselves 
into.a fighting unit. The Germans came 


on and finally reached the. positions, 


where the Americans were waiting. 

The exact number of the engineers 
cannot be given, but they were com- 
paratively small. They had no. inten- 
tion of retreating, however, and were 
bent upon killing all the Germans possi- 
ble. 


Tore Gaps in German “ Waves.” 
As the first gray enemy wave ad- 
vanced, the American forces :let them 
come until they were within certain 


range: then opened fire, pouring in a- 


storm ef bullets. Gaps appeared in the 
advafcing lines at. many places,. some 
of them large, where the machine guns 
had chewed through. Still the German 
waves came on, without firing a single 
shot—just advancing. 

The Americans were unable to under- 
stand these tactics, but, nevertheless, 
were certain that. it was a question of 
slaughtering the ehemy or being them- 


‘| selves- smothered under the. advance. 


By this time their weapons were so 
hot that they. could not be used eéffec- 
tively, and. the enemy was close, so 
that the engineers retired, fighting, took 
up another position, then turned and 
began operations again. A’ British of- 
ficer who witnessed the engagement is 
reported to have said: 

“They held on by their teeth until 
the last moment, inflicting terrific cas- 
ualties on. the enemy. - Then _ they 
moved back and waited for the .Ger- 
mans, and repeated the ‘performance.”’ 

‘By the time the engineers reached a 
place somewhere near Noyon they were 
nearly exhausted anq almost ‘without 
equipment. There they had a chance to 
rest and re-equip. According to all re- 
ports, they were entitled to it, for cer- 
tainly they gave the Germans. a gen- 
erous sample of what thse enemy is to 
expect from the American Army.

‘Baylies joined the aviation cervice last 
June after two years in Macedonia with 
the French Red Cross, for which he was 
decorated with the War Cross with star, 
became a member of the Stork squa- 
drilla Oct. 1, a few days after Guyne- 
m.er’s death, and has brought down two 
Germans for which he has been re- 
warded with two~ palms on the cross. 
Shortly after the opening of Ahe German | 
offensive the squadrilla went by air at 
an hour’s notice to Montdidier and took 
active part in all subsequent operations. 

When the town was captured by the 
enemy the airmen managed to remove 
all the machines and camions, but sev- 
eral fliers lost the greater part of their 
rersonal effects. Baylies was more for- 
tunate. : 

Throughout the French retirement the 
airmen -co-operated with the infantry 
and made three patrol flights—averag- 
ing from an hour and a half to. two 
hours’ duration—daily. As the German 
attacks were made almost without artil- 
lery or airplanes—for whole days no 
enemy planes were .sighted—the fliers 
devoted themselves to harassing enemy 
infantry and convoys on the march. 

Flew Low for Attacks. 

Flying often as low as sixty-eight 
feet, airmen turned mitrailleuses point- 
blank on the enemy, who fled headlong 
or threw themselves flat to escape the 
stream of bullets. When ‘convoys were 
attacked, horses plunging madly in 
death agony threw the whole line Sato 
confusion. 

At such an. altitude the avtator was 
greatly exposed to the fire of the Ger- 
man infantry, and injury to the motor 
‘forced an immediate landing, as the 
height was insufficient for a long vol- 
plane. On March 28 jBaylies was thus 
downed near Mesnil-St. Georges. The 
young American—he is just 22—gave the 
following description: of his experience: 

“I had been annoying Fritz all morn- 
ing and Maving a wonderful time when 
I spotted a body of infantry moving to- 
ward Tickish Wood just after luncheon. 
As I dived upon them over the trees, 
quickfirers concealed there riddled my 
machine with bullets. My impetus luck- 
ily carried me a little further into a 
grassy field, just between the two 
armies, where I landed not too abruptly. 

“Unfortunately I was barely ‘ fifty 
feet from the boches and nearly a hun- 
dred yards from the French. At this 
point there were no trenches and both 
sides fought in the open, the Germans 
advancing in small groups from thicket 
to thicket and taking cover wherever 
As they saw me falling ‘the 
enemy began, firing furiously and a 
party of five Germans ran out to inter- 
cept me.

OVER FOR FRENCH 


Terrific ‘Casualties Begin to 
Tell on the Force of 
- German Blows. 


LONG “BATTLES OF ARREST” 


Germans Pald’ Rulnous Price for 
Gains, While French €con- 
omized in Men.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, April 
&—Apart from a local attack at 
Grivesnes, which completely failed on 
Saturday evening, there has been, up to 
this. morning, no further action on the 
French front in Santerre. The loss of 
force in the German offensive is note- 
worthy, but not at all surprising. An 
unprecedented mass having been pre- 
pared to deliver a swift apd crushing 
blow, enormous losses do not at once 
arrest it, but everything in such an adr 
venture depends upon, rapid success. 
The original.mass, prodigally spent and 
yet not successful, has lost its fresh- 
ness, and passéd its’maximum strength 
just when the more economical adver- 
sary is reaching his maximum. What 
the latter has lost in ground he has 
saved in men;.and,: on the other hand, 
the enemy, who wanted not these miles 
of desolate territory, but a final deci- 
sion, has paid inordinately without get- 

ting any nearer the desired result. 

For five days his advance, though 
somewhat behind his ambitious program, 
was not seriously interrupted. On 
March 25 a certain General reached the 
region of Montdidier and began to build 
a human barrier. On March 23 began 
what may be called a four days’ battle 
of arrest. Three French divisions had 
to meet and did meet the onset of fif- 
teen German divisions. There were 
smaller units that fought one against 
ten. : 

Attacked with 150,000 Men. 

The main German effort, was against 
the Moreuil-Grivésnes-Montchel line, the 
object being (with 150,000 men in play 
there could be no less ambitious aim) to 
break: right through to the south. of 
Amiens and completely separate the 
French and British Armies. It culmi- 
nated on the 31st with a suicidal as- 
sault by the pick of.the Prussian Guards 
and other chosen divisions ‘at 'Grivesnes, 
when a certain gallant Colonel, rifle. in 
hand, directed the barricading of the 
windows of the chateau, and with not 
more ‘thar 500-“men kept off three cr 
four times’as many assailants and had 
stréngth enough left at last to sweep 
those, who remained out of the park. 

I need not measure again the trivial 
gain for the enemy of this four days’ 
battle. Perhaps the most significant |’ 
fact about it is that while, overwhelming 
as was his original foree, the enemy 
had repeatedly to withdraw and renew 
his units, not one French unit was re- 
lieved in that time. At Mesnil St. 
Georges one infantry battalion, with 
some. groups of chasseurs, drove off five 
successive attacks by ‘a whole German 
I ‘might multiply’ such in- 
stances, but space would g#il me to make 
them real with detail. 

A patise* of féur’ days followed’ this 
failure.. Then, on April 4, twelve di- 
visions were again; launched in the 
northern part of the same narrow field— 
10,000 men per. miles of front. They 
won at. great cost.the ruins of two 
hamlets and a slice of fields beside them. 

Three days more have passed without 
any considerablé development. Prison- 
ers say all leave has been stopped in 
the German armies. Men are not al- 
lowed to write home, and official bulle- 
tins are no longer read to the troops. 
Needn’t Struggle Against Odds Now. 

What I know from sure sources is 
that, while General Foch hoards his 
reserves, not merely to have a mass for 
manoeuvre in hand when the time is 
ripe, but to save the manifold wastage 
of superfluous men in the front lines, 
the days of. struggle against odds have 
gone by, and that means that the Ger- 
man opportunity has gone, too. 

Among the minor actions there are two 

which deserve mention. The French 
position on Mont Renaud, near Noyon, 
has been maintained against repeated 
attacks preceded by heavy bombard- 
ments. I have described this lately. 
It was a pleasant little hill; with its 
country house and farm hidden in a 
clump of trees. Its importance is very 
slight, for it is overlooked by the hilis 
on the north and northwest, held by the 
enemy, as well as by the French heights 
west of Chiry. It is a local observatory, 
useful for its view over Noyon—that is 
all; and, German bulletins to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, it has been 
bravely and continuously kept since the 
end of last month. 
‘ A final word about the position of the 
armies between St. Gobain Forest and 
the Oise. Here the German advance 
left-the French in.a somewhat danger- 
ous corner, reaching as far north as 
Deuillet, with the Germans across the 
river on the west, and in thé great 
forest block on the east. A retirement 
to the line of the Ailette and the canal 
running beside it was clearly advisable. 
The new front was aiready prepared 
when the Germans attacked in strength 
on Saturday afternoon, between Chauny 
and Barisis. North of the Ailette there 
remained only light detachments, and 
these retired after taking toll of their 
assailants. The front now runs from 
Renaud across the Oise and up the south 
bank to -near Abbecourt, whence it 
turns southeast. 


FRENCH GUNS PREVENT 
ATTACKS BY GERMANS 


They Break Up Concentrations 
Near Hangard and Sonth 
of the Oise. 


PARIS, April 9.—Violent artillery 
engagements continued today on the 
battlefront north of Montdidier. Near 
Hangard-en-Santerre (further north, 
on the Luce River) French artillery 
prevented the Germans from starting 
an.attack which they had prepared. 

Advanced French troops having 
been withdrawn to prepared positions 
south of Coucy-te-ChAateau, the French 
have been keeping the Germans on the 
left bank of the Oise under the fire of 
their batteries, and today dispersed 
enemy concentrations on that front. 
A German attempt at an attack west 
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The northernmost point involved in the fighting is Fleurbaix, and the southernmost Givenchy. , 

The greatest success of the German thrust was between the towns of Estaires and Bac St. Maur, where the Portu- 
guese, constituting the centre of the line’attacked, were forced to give ground. Laventie; two miles northeast of Neuve 
Chapelle, was lost, and Richebourg-St.Vaast, on the southern outskirts of Neuve Chapelle, also fell into the hands of the 


Germans.

On the lebt bank of the Oise there 
was intermittent artillery action.

Following is the text of the after- 
noon statement: 

There was great activity on the part 
of the artillery on both sides at numer- 
ous points along the front north of 
Montdidier and between Montdidier 
and Noyon. No infantry action oc- 
curred, : 

On the left bank of the Oise there 
were intermittent bombardments. Ad- 
vanced French troops, in conformity 
with orders which had been given, car- 
ried out a withdrawal to prepared po- 
sitions southwest of the lower forest 
of Coucy and south of Coucy-le-Cha- 
teau. German troops were kept con- 
stantly under the French artillery fire, 
and suffered heavy losses in the course 
of this operation. 

Two German raids northwest of 
Rheims were repulsed. Other Ger- 
man efforts against small French posts 
near Eparges, in the sector of Reillon, 
and north of Bonhomme, achieved no 
greater success. ;

Retreating French Shell Germans. 

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 9, (Associated Press.) 
—Extreme artillery activity nearly ev- 
erywhere again today marked the'bat- 
tle ine. The abandonment of Coucy- 
le-Ch&ateau was cleverly effected by 
the French, who, while making their 
way toward the new positions in full 
freedom of movement, gave tife Ger- 
mans a terrific harrying bombardment 
with field and heavy guns, causing a 
great toll in casualties. 

The Germans had several divisions 
in line in this part of the front, but 
could not do more than follow warily 
behind the retiring French, whose ef- 
fectives were outnumbered many 
times. 

Further’ details of the first furious 
days of the German offensive bring to 
light a most important part played by 
the French cavalry in keeping in 
liaison when a breach was threatened, 
and overwhelmixgg German columns. 
The conduct of the horsemen was 
superb, despite the great fatigue from 
which they suffered and their short- 
age of rations. They kept the Ger- 
mays at bay by dismounting and act- 
ing as infantry and holding precarious 
lines without trenches or artillery sup- 
port until foot regiments, which nat- 
urally were slower in arriving on the 
spot, could occupy positions from 
which they could offer a stable de- 
fense. In some places small groups 
of cavalrymen: thus opposed odds of 
more than ten to one for many hours, 
and saved the critical situation. 


GERMANS PROMISE

The War Situation

We have additional evidence of the 
failure of the German plan as originally 
indicated by the attack in Picardy, in the 
attack. launched yesterday against the 
British line from La Bassée to Fleurbaix. 
The first evidence was the shift in the 
attack from the Montdidier salient. 
There is not’ the remotest connection 
between this action whica so far has 
resulted in driving the French behind 
the Ailette River and the battle on the 
main field of Picardy. 

The only advantage that can be gained 


of French troops and possibly bend the 


Noyon. Certainly this attack was not 
launched as a means of discouraging 
any counteroffensive on the French at 
this section of the front. The French 
were behind the marshy banks of the 
@ise, the Germans were on the hills to 
the north. If General Foch intends 
to counterattack he certainly would not 
do so where every feature of terrain was 
with the enemy rather than with him, 


‘The disadvantage of having to attack 
across the Oise with jts broad marsh 
belts lining each bank of the river are 
so evident that such a proposition would 
be discouraging from the outset. It ap- 
pears, then, that there was no further 
object than to clear the Oise and to 
eliminate the angle between the new 
line which the French were compelled 
to form and the original line held when 
the German attack began on March 2l1st. 

The attack against the British north 
of Lens has an-object more definitely 
connected with the battle of Picardy 
than the action on the Oise, it is true. 
But it is at a point far removed from 
the scene of the original attack, and 
would never have been launched had 
not the German attacks further south 
below Lens broken down under the Brit- 
ish defense. It is a blow against the 
northern hinge on which the British 
Army swung back in the retreat from 
Cambrai, the position before Arras, Fail- 
ing hoth at the centre and on the left to 
break the British hold on this hinge, 
the Germans are now trying on the 
north. 

The chances of succeeding on the front 
of attack are distinctly better from the 
sole consideration of terrain than they 
were at either Bucquoy. or along the 
Scarpe. In both of the latter cases, 
the British had directly behind them 
good hill positions, excellent artillery 
locations, and good points of observation 
—one of the most important elements in 
war. The country between La Bassée 
and Fileurbaix is absolutely flat, as flat 
as the Flanders country, of which it 
really forms a part.’ There is not an 
eminence, not a distinguishing feature of 
the ground behind the British lines until 
Bethune is reached, where a line of. 
broken hills stretches out to the west- 
ward for a distance of eight or ten 
miles. 

The British line over the front of at- 
tack traces a curve convex toward the 
west, beginning at Hill 70 and ending 
before Armentiéres, these points being 
the extreme eastern ends of the crescent. 
The. maximum depth of this curve is 
about two and a half miles west of the 
chord joining these two ends. The gen- 
eral German plan seems to be the same 
here as was the British plan in the 
battle of the Somme, the development 
on a Jarge scale of a salient already ex- 
isting, rather than the more usual strat- 
egy of pinching out a salient by an at- 
tack against its sides. As this salient 
grows deeper naturally the. positions to 
the north and south become more pre- 
carious, and if it be made deep enough 
the lines which limit it must be with- 
drawn and reformed, 

These are the general features of the 
situation on this particular front. It 
doesnot appear, however, that, unless 
the British are forced back a considera-

The nearest such is Be- 
thune, about six miles away. Similar- 
ly, there is no railroad in this new battle 
area the cutting of which would in the 
least disturb the Allies’ supplies. Un- 
less the Germans can break through 
the lines as they did at St. Quentin, the 
advance will be difficult, due to the ab- 
solutely flat character of the country, 
which offers no cover for concealing the 
concentration of’ troops or the movement 
of artillery. On the whole, it is a sit- 
uation which may be viewed, fn its pres- 
ent stage, without alarm.

“ The Germans, therefore; organized 


coe troops so as to produce a larger 


number of divisions out of the slightly 
smaller number of infantry and slight- 
ly smalier number of gfins. They had 
fewer battalions in a division and 


fewer Wien in a battalion. That is en- 
tirely a question of organization, and 
it yet remains to be seen that their 
organization {s better than ours. It 
is necessary to. explain that, in order 
that the House should realize why, 
with approximately the same number 
of men, the Germans have a larger 
number of divisions on that front. 

“ ActO: to all the facts which 
have come to hand as to the losses of 
the battle, that roughly represents the 
relative strength of the combatants on 
both sides at this moment. The Ger- 
mans had, however, one or two im- 
portant advantages. The first, the in!- 
tial advantage, which is always com- 
manded by the offensive, is that they 
know ,where they mean to attack. 
They. choose the ground, they choose 
the location, they know the width of 
the attack, they know the dimensions 
of the attack, they know the time of 
thé attack, they know the method of 
the attack.. All that invariably gives 
thé initial advantage to the offensive. 

‘“ The defense has a general advan- 
tage, as, owing to air observation, 
concealnient is difficult. At the same 
time, in spite of all that, owing to 
the power of moving troops at night, 
which the Germans exercised to a very 
large extent, there was a large margin 
for surprise, even in spite of air ob- 
servation, and of this the enemy took 


full advantage. 


“1 should like to say one word here 
as to the difficulty which the allied 
Generals were confronted with in this 
respect. Before the battle the great- 
est German concentration was in 
front of our troops. That. was no 
proof that the full weight of the 
attack would fall on us:~ There was 
a very large concentration opposite 
the French lines. There was a very 
considerable concentration—I am re- 
ferring now to the German reserves— 
on: the northern part of our line. 

“After the battle began, or imme- 
diately before the battle, the Ger- 
mans by night brought their divisions 
from the northern part to the point 
where the attack took place. They 
also took several divisions from op- 
posite the French in the same way

Gen, Wilson's “Remarkable Forecast.” 


“T may just say a word here. This 
problem was considered very closely 
by the military staff at Versailles, and 


I think it fight, in justice to them, to 
point out that after a very close study 
of. the German position and of the 
probabilities of the case, they came to 
the: conclusion, and they stated their 
conclusion to the military representa- 
-tives: and to the Ministers in the 
month of January, or the beginning of 
February, that thé attack would come 
south of Arras; that it would be an 
attack on a very wide front—that it 
would be an attack on the widest front 


. ever yet assciled; that the Germans 


would accumulate ninety-five divis- 
ions for the purpose of making that 
attack; that they would throw the 
whole. of their resources and their 
strength into breaking the British line 
at‘that point, and that their objective 
would be the capture of Amiens and 
thé severance of the British and 
French forces. 

“That was the conclusion which 
Sir. Henry Wilson, Chief of the Im- 
perial Staff, came to and which was 
submitted at that time, two or three 
months ago; and I think that it was 
one of the most remarkable forecasts 
ef enemy intentions that was ever 
made. 

* As'a matter of fact, the attack 
was made up, I think, by about 
ninety-seven divisions. It was an at- 
tack on the widest front that had 
evér been “engaged. Its object un- 
doubtedly was the capture of Amiens 
and the severance of the British and 
French forces. So that, almost in 
every detail, that very , remarkable 


forecast has beer’ verified ‘in the event. 
event. 
“ Another’ remarkable prediction 


was that it might probably succeed 
in penetrating the British line to the 
extent. of half the distance of the front 
attacked. They came to the conclusion 
from-a close examination of the offens- 
ives. of the war. 


~ Advantage of United Command. 


‘+ There was another advantagé. 
There was, first of all, the advantage 
which the Germans had from having 
the initiative. There was a further 
advantage they had, and this undoubt- 
edly: was the greatest advantage, from 

having. a united command opposed ‘to 
a.dual one. The Germans undoubted- 
ly relied on this to a very large extent 
for: théir success. They owe much of 
the success of this attack to this. 

:“ It was reported to me on good au- 
thority that the-Kaiser informed’ ex- 
King Constantine: ‘I shall beat them, 
for” they have. no’ united command.’ 
Which shows that that was what they 
were relying in the main upon; that, 
although their numbers were slightly 
inferior, they knew the importance 
tha¢-was to be attached to the fact that 


there was ‘pertectly. united com- 
/mand, 

“ And that is an obvious advantage, 
for if the risks in, one particular part 
of the line are great,-and in another 
part'of the line are great, but sub- 
stantially less than in the former, with 
oné command there is no hesitation 
in the mind of the Commander in Chief 
as to which risk he will make, the 
greatest provision against. 

“ With two separate commands the 
problem is a different one. It is more 
difficult to adjust the balance of risk, 
and the General is always: naturally 
inclined to give himself and his army 
the benefit of any doubt.” That may 
be because if anything goes wrong 
there jhe alone is to be held responsi- 
ble to his own countrymen for the 
safety of his army. 

Weather Favored Germuna. 

“The enemy had another incidental 
but, as it turned out, very important 
advantage—that of weather. Bxcep- 
tional weather favored his designs. It 
was both dry and misty. The attack 
which .succeeded was made on that 


part of the line where under ordinary 
Spring conditions the ground would 
have been almoat impassable. 

“ A wounded officer told a friend of 
mine today, a General, that under or- 
dinary conditions no one could walk 
across the part which was traversed 
by the Germans at this time of the 
year. But it just happened to be ab- 
solutely dry and firm, and they walked 
across ground which no one had any 
right to expect at \this time of the 
year would be in that tondition. 

“ Not only that, but the fact that it 
was warm increased the mist, and the 
Germang were actually in some parts 
within a few yards of our front line 
before any one knew. of their ap- 
proach. It was quite impossible to 
observe them. This was a special 
disadvantage to us, inasmuch as our 
scheme of organization in that par- 
ticular part of ;the line depended 
largely upon the cross-line firg of ma- 
chine guns and artillery. They had, 
therefore, a very special advantage, 
of which they made the fullest use. 


Closed Up Gap in Armies. 
“With regard to the battle itself, 
as I have already stated, it will take 
some time to ascertain the whole 


facts. At one time it was undoubted- 
ly very critical. The enemy broke 
through between our Third and Fifth 
Armies, and there was a serious gap, 
and the situation was retrieved owing 
to the\magnificent conduct of our 
troops. They retired in perfectly good 
order, re-establishing the junction be- 
tween the two armies and frustrating 
the enemy’s purpose. 

“The House can hardly realize. and 
certainly cannot sufficiently thank 


‘—nor can the country—our troops for 


their superb, valor and the grim 
tenacity with which they faced over- 


whelming hordes of the enemy and 
“Pelung:to th 


eir positions,.~They retired, 
but were never routed, and once more 
the cool pluck of the British soldier, 
that refuses to acknowledge defeat, 
saved Europe. 

“Iam referring to the whole army, 
Generals, officers, and soldiers. I 
mean the whole army, and I draw no 
distinction. Their conduct has been 
one of incredible courage and great 
coolness under the most trying condi- 
tions. I do not think that any distinc- 
tion can' be drawn between officers and 
men. I ami referring to the British 
Army, and that means all. 


Praises General Carey's Feat. 
“ And I specially refer to what one 
Brigadier General did. Some refer- 
ence has been made in the press al- 


ready to it, where at one point there 
was a serious gap, which might have 
let the enemy into Calais.” 4 

At this point the Prime Minister 
spoke of the critical situation which 
developed when-the ‘German attack 
began. He said the gap on the way 
to Amiens was held by Brig. Gen. 
Carey, who for six days stood off the 
enemy with engineers, laborers, sig- 
nalers, and anybody who could hold a 


rifle. 
The Premier continued: 7 
“Until the whole circumstances 


which led to the retirement of the 
Fifth Army and its fail_re to-hold the 
line of the Somme, at least till the 
Germans brought out their guns, and 
perhaps the failure adequately to de- 
stroy the bridges—until all these are 
explained it would be unfair to cen- 
sure the General in command of the 
army, General Gough. But until 
those circumstances are cleared up it 
would be equally unfair to ghe British 
Army to retain his services in the 
field. It is necessary. to recall him 
until the facts have been fully ascer- 
tained and laid before the Government 
by their military advisers. ; 

“ After the retirement of the Fifth 
Army the French reserves came up 
with remarkable rapidity, when. their 
position before the battle is borne in 
mind. In fact. the speed with which, 
when the final decision was taken-as 
to the real designs of the enemy, the 
French reserves were brought up is 
one of the most remarkable feats of 
organization in this war, and between 
the courage of our troops and the 
hahdling of the armythe way the 
Third Army held, never giving way a 
hundred yards to the attack of the 
enemy —I think it right that it should 
be said about the army commanded by 
General Byng—what between the ef- 
forts of our soldiers and the loyal as- 
sistance given in true ‘spirit of com- 
radeship by the French Army, the po- 
sition is for the moment stabilized. 
But it is clear that.the Germans, hay- 
ing gained an initial success, are pre- 
paring another, and perhaps. an even 
greater, attack on the allied armies. 

Teutons Fall in Main Objects. 

“Up to the present the enemy 
undoubtedly «stained a great initial 
sucgess. ‘here is-no good in not ac- 
cepting the facts.* It is from that 
basis we must begin to build. But he 
has failed so far in his main objects. 





He failed to capture Amiens; He 
failed ty separate the French and 


British ‘siailee: But “we should be 
guilty of great, it might be fatal, 
error if we were to underestimate. the 
gravity of the prospect. 

“ The enemy has captured valuable 
ground, which is too near Amiens for 
comfort or security, and he has suc- 
ceeded for the time being in crippling 
or> of our great armies. 

“tT. will-now tell the House some- 

thing of the measures adopted by 
the Cabinet to meet the emergency. 
I have ‘already explained what was 
done about the French reserves. The 
Cabinet took every step to hurry up 
reinforcements in order to fill up the 
gap in our armies. No: such large 
numbers of men ever passed across 
the Channel in so short a time. 
r “As the emergency was great it 
were summoned to France the usual 
leave to visit their relatives. It was 
with the greatest regret thet we 
found it necessary te cancel this per- 
mission, and nothing but the gravity 
of the position would have justified 
so harsh e procéeding. But the troops 
accepted the position in a manner 
which is worthy of the fortitude, 
courage, and patriotism they have 
shown throughout. 

“ There was an understanding that 
boys under 19 years would only be 
used {n case of emergency. We feit 
that the emergency fiad arisen, and 
in so far as those who were over 18 
were concerned, those who had al- 
ready received six months’ training, 
we felt it necessary that they should 
be sent to France. 

“ As to the guns and machine guns 
which were lost, the numbers are 
grossly exaggerated by the enemy. I 
am assured that they have also ex- 
aggerated very considerably the num- 
ber of prisoners they have taken. The 
Commander in Chief .assured me last 
week that it was a gross exaggera- 
tion. 

“IT am -very glad to be able to say 
that the Ministry of Munitions were 
able not merely to replacd those gyns, 
and machine guns, but that they still 
have got a very substantial reserve. 
The same thing applies to ammuni- 
tion. There is an ample reserve of 
ammunition' both in this country and 
in France. 

“ Our ‘aircraft strength is ‘greater 
now than before the battle, and we all 
know what brilliant service our air- 
men rendered in this battle. Until the 
whole story of the battle is told it wil} 
be almost impossible to estimate. the 
services they rendered in retarding the 
advance of the enemy, in destroying 
his machinery, and in making it diffi- 
cult for him to bring up his guns and 
ammunition. We feel confident that 
our armies, Generals, and soldiers will 
be quite equal to the next or 
whenever it comes. 


Wilson's “ Dramatic Assistance.” 


“The next step to which I should 
like to call the attention of the House 
is the material and dramatic assist- 
ance rendered by President Wilson in 


this emergency—one of the most im- 
portant decisions in the war. In fact, 
the issue of the battle might very well 
be determined by this decision. 

“In America there is a very con- 
siderable numbe? of men in the course 
of training, and the Allies looked for- 
ward to having a large American 
army in France in the Spring. It 
has taken longer than was anticipated 
to turn those soldiers into the neces- 
sary divisional organizations. “If 
America waited to complete these 
divisional organizations it would not 
be possible for these fine troops in 
any large numbers to take part in 
this battle in this campaign, although 
it might be very well the decisive 
battle of the war. 

“This was, of course, one of the 
most serious disappointments from 
which the Allies had suffered. It is 
no use pretending it was not one of 
our chief causes of anxiety. We de- 
pend upon it largely to make up the 
defection of Russia. 

“For many reasons--reasons, per- 
haps of transport, reasons connected 
with the time it takes, not merely to 
train troops and their officers, but to 
complete the necessary organization— 
it was quite impossible to put into 
France the number of divisions every 
one had gonfidently expected would 
be there. Under the circumstances 
we, therefore, submitted to the Presi- 
dent of the United States a definite 
proposal. We had the advantage of 
having the Secretary of State for War 
in this country within two or three 
days after the battle had commenced. 
Mr. Balfour and I had a long conver- 
sation with him upon the whole situa- 
tion, and we submitted to him certain 
recommendations which we had been 
advised to make to Mr. Baker and the 
American Government. 


‘Reading Submitted Proposal. | 

“On the strength of the conversa- 
tion we submitted proposals to Presi- 
dent Wilson, with the strong support 
of Premier Clemenceau, to enable the 
combatant strength of the American 
Army to come into action during this 
battle, inasmuch as there’was no hope 
of it coming in as a ‘strong separate 
army. By this decision American bat- 
talions will be brigaded with those of 
the Allies. 


Earl of Reading on behalf of the British 
Government to.President Wilson, ‘and 
President Wilson assented to the pro- 
posal without any hesitation, with 
the result that arrangements are now 
being made for the fighting strength 
of the American Army to be 
mediately brought to bear in this 
struggle, a struggle which is only now 
beginning, to this extent, and it is 
no mere small extent, that the Ger- 
man attack has been held up. ,it has 
stirred up the resolution and energy 
of America beyond anything which 
has yet occurred. 

“ Another important decision taken 
by the allied Governments I must also 
call the attention of the House to. It 
became more obvious after the battle 
than ever before that the allied d@rmies 





were suffering from the fact that they 
were fighting as two separate arthies 


was impossible to.allow those who. 


“ This proposal was submitted by the 


im- 


and had to tS support with 
each other. Waluable time was thus 
lost. Some of us had been deeply 
impressed by this peril for some time 
and had done our best to avert it. 

“ But the inherent difficulties to be 
overcome a@re tremendous. There are 
national prejudices, national interests, 
professional prejudices and traditions. 
The inherent difficulties of getting two 
or three separate armies. to fight as 
one are almost insurmountable, and it 
can only be done if public opinion in 
all these countries insists upon it as 
one condition ,of success. 

“The Versailles conference was an 
effort at a remedy. How were the 
Versailles. decisions carried out, and 
the extent to which they were not car- 
ried out? This is not the time to in- 
quire. 

“TI respectfully suggest to the House 
that no good would come at this stage 
in discussing this question. But if 
any one needed conviction as to the 
wisdom of that policy, this battle must 
have supplied it. The peril we passed 
through, by estabjishing the convic- 
tion without challenge may, I think, 
be worth the price we paid for it. 

“A few days after the battle com- 
menced there was not merely the 
Government, but the commanders in 
the field. We had not merely Field 
Marshals, but army commanders 
present. We were so convinced—and 
tbe safae thing applied to the French 
—of the importance of more complete 
strategic unity that they agreed to 
the appointment of Gentral Foch to 
the supreme direction of the strategy 
of all the allied armies on the west- 
ern, front. 

“ May I not say vant one word about 
General Foch? It is not merely that 
he is one of the most brilliant soldiers 
in Europe, but there is this to be said 
about him: Foch. is the man who, 
when we were attacked and were ina 
similar plight. at the first battle of 
Ypres, rushed the French Army there 
by every conceivable expedient— 
buses, cabs, lorries, anything he could 
lay his ‘hands upon. He crowded 
French divisions through, and un- 
doubtedly helped to’ win the great 
battle. 

“ There is no doubt about the loyal- 
ty and comradeship of. General Foch. 
I have no doubt that this arrangement 
will be carried out not merely in the 
letter but in the spirit. But it is the 
most important decision that has been 
taken in reference to the coming bat- 
tle. This strategic unit is, I submit to 
the House, the fundamental condition 
of victory. 
by complete co-operation between the 
Governments and the Generals and by 
something more than that—the unmis- 
takable public opinion behind it. 

Asks Support for Foch. 

‘Why dolI say that? For this rea- 
son: A Generalissimo in the :ordi- 
nary and full sense of the term may 
be -impracticable. There are three 
functions which a Géneral Wwields— 
jstrategical, tactical, and adminis- 
trative. What does administrative 
mean? It means control of organiza- 
tion, the appointment and dismissal 
of officers and Generals, and that is 


a power which it is difficult, or al- 
most impossible to give to Generals 
of another country with a national 
army. 

“Therefore, in spite of all the ar- 
rangements made, unless there be 
not merely good-will, but the knowl- 
edge that the public of France, Great 
Britain, and Ameri¢a will assist in 
co-ordination and in supporting the 
authority in’ the supreme strategical 
plans chosen by -the Governments, 
and in supporting the Governments 
in any action they may take to as- 
sert their authority, any arrange- 
ments made will be futile and mis- 
chievous. I make no apology for 
dwelling at some length upon this 
point. I have always felt that we 
were losing value and efficiency in 
the allied armies through lack of co- 
ordination and concentration. 

“ We have sustained many disasters 
already through this, and we shall en- 
counter more unless this defect in our 
machinery is- put right. Hitherto, I 
regret, every ‘effort ‘at amendment 
led to rather prolonged and very bitter 
controversy, and these great inherent 
difficulties were themselves accentuat- 
ed and aggravated. There were diffi- 
culties of carrying out plans and other 
obstacles, and, what is worse, valua- 
ble time is lost. 

“TI entreat the nation as a whole to 
stand united for the united control of 
the strategical operations of our 
armies at the front. .We know how 
much depends upon unity of con- 





It can only be maintained‘ 





centration. We are fighting a very 
powerful foe; who, insofar as he has 
triumphed, has triumphed mainly be- 
cause of superior unity and the con- 
centration of his strategic plans. 
“There is another matter to which 
& should like ,to refer, and it is the 


| suggestion that éur forces have been 


‘dissipated on a subsidiary enterprise. 
Not a ‘single division. was sent from 
France: to the East. With regard to 
Italy, had it not been for the fact 
that there are battalions. off French 
and British divisions there, the Aus- 
trian Army would have been free to 
throw the whole of its strength on the 
western front. If there were not 
some there now the Austrian Army 
would be more powerfully represent- 
ed than is on the western front. 


Divisions Taken from Saloniki. 

a With regard to Saloniki, the only 
thing the present Government did was 
to reduce the forces there by two divi- 
sions. - In Mesopotamia there is only 
one white division in all, and in Egypt 
and Palestine together there are, only 
two white divisions, and the rest are 
either Indians or mixed with a very 
small proportion of British troops. In 
these divisions I am referring to in- 
fantry divisions. 

-“T want the House really to con- 
sider what that means. There is a 


menace to our Eastern empire through: 


Persia, because through’ Persia you 
approach Afghanistan, and through 
Afghanistan fou menace the whole of 
India. Had it not been for the blows 
inflicted upon the Turks, what would 
have happened? Before these attacks 
there were Turkish divisions helping 
the Germans in Russia. They would 


-have been there helping the Germans 


om the west, exactly as they helped 
them6n the east. 


Germans Sent to Help Turks. 


“But what has happened? They 
were attacked in Palestine and Meso- 
potamia and two Turkish armies were 
destroyed. If we had remained in 
Egypt and defended Egypt by remain- 
ing ‘there on the canal and allowing 
the Turks to hold us with a smail 
force while they. were putting the 
whole of their force in Mesopotamia 
and menacing our position in India 
by that means, the Turks could now 
have been assisting the Germans in 
the west as they. did in the east. 

‘““ What is happening now? German 
hattalions at ‘this moment have been 
sent to assist the Turks instead of 
the Turks sending divisions to. help 
the Germans. The Germans now 


have sent battalions to help the Turks 


in Palestine. After all, if you have 
a great empire you must defend it. 

‘““There was a great empire which 
withdrew its legations from the out- 
lying provinces of the empire to de- 
fend its heart against the Goths and 
those legations never went back. The 
British Empire has not been reduced 
to that plight yet. . We-can. defend 
ourselvés syecessfully in France, and 
we can also hold our empire against 
any one who assails it in any part of 
the world at the same time. 

“ May I, before I leave this topic, 
say how much gratitude we owe to 
India for the magnificent way in which 
she’ has come to the aid of the empire 
in this emergency? 

“It is not the fact that we have got 
three British divisions in Egypt and 
Palestine and one in Mesopotamia 
that. has enabled us to hold our own, 
but it is the fact that we have had 
these splendid troops from India. 
Many of them Volunteered since the 
war, and they have been more than 
@ match for their Turkish adversaries 
on many a stricken field. 

_ Can’t Give Accurate Losses. 

“Tt is too early to state yet with ac- 


curacy our losses, because in the case 
of a battle over such a wide front, 
fought with such intensity for over a 
fortnight, with vast numbers of men 
engaged, the losses sustained must 
be ‘considerable. The claims of the 
enemy as to prisoners have been 
grossly exaggerated, and Field Mar- 
shal Haig has_ assured me that they 
were quite impossible from the figures 
at his disposal, and whioh he showed 
me, and the enemy’s claims seem quite 
preposterous from the statement he 
made to me. 

‘* But still our losses are very great 
and our reserves have been called 
upon to a considerable extent to make 
up the wastage and refit the units, 
and if the drain contfnues on this 
scale, a drain on the resources of re- 
serves and of man power, it must 
cause the deepest anxiety, unless we 
take immediate steps to replenish it. 

“ The immediate necessity is relieved 
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by the splendid and generous ‘way anal 
promptitude with which America has 
come to our aid, but they are simply 
lent to receive their training, with a 
view to their incorporation at the first 
suitable’ moment in the American 
Army in France, an@ even if they ‘re- 
main with the British right through 
the battle, the time will come when we 
shall need large reinforcements, if this 
battle continues.

-“ Everything, therefore, points to 
the definite determination,of Germany 
to put the whole of her resources into 
seeking,a military decision this year, 
and this means a prolonged battle 
from the North Sea to the Adriatic, 
with Germany and Austria throwing 
in the whole of their strength. ; 
“There are still seven or eight 
months within which the fighting can 
continue, and everything depends 
upon keeping oyr strength right to

resources may be. 

“ With American aid we can do it. 
But even with American help, we can- 
not feel secure unless we are prepared 
ourselves to make even greater sacri- 
fices than we have hitherto made. I 
know what the Government wish. I 
know also what will happen if the 
demand which the Government is put- 
ting forward is not responded to. 

“It is idle to imagine, as some 
people very light-heartedly seem to 
think, that you have got an unlimited 
reservoir of man-power in this or in 
any belligerent country. We have al- 
ready raised in this country for mili- 
tary and naval purpodes very nearly 
six million men. We canot raise here 
the same proportion of men per pop- 
ulation as you can in other belligerent 
countries.

‘‘ We have the greatest navy in the 
world, the command of the seas de- 
pends not merely for ourselves, but 
for our allies, upon the efforts we 
put forward. That is not. only & 
question of manning the fleet: it is 


also a question of building, of adding 
to. the numbers of ships, and of re- 
pairing the ships. Then you have 
got a mercantile marine, without 
which the Allies could not continue 


the struggle for a single month. 
“ All that must be berne in mind, 


and whatever happens and whatever 
proposals.we put forward today, it 
would be folly to do anything which 
would interfere with the one funda-g 
mental condition of success to the 
Allies—that the navy and shipping 
must be first. . 
Industry to Bear Strain. | 
“We have also got tO supply coal 
largely to our allies, as well as steel. 
But, owing largely to improved or-. 
ganizations in the various indus- 
tries, to the way they are adapt- 
ing themselves from day to day 
to new conditions, and to the in- 
creased numbers and greatly _in- 
creased efficiency of woman labor, 
there is a reserve of men, which, con- 
sistent with the discharge of these 
obligations, may yet be withdrawn in 
great emergency for ‘our battleline;

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is over, and we must be prepared for 
their advent in this struggle this 
year. 

* Therefore, I have to submit to Par. 
liament the totals for increasing, and 
increasing very materially, the re- 
serves which will be available for re- 


inforcing our armies in the field dur- 
ing this prolonged battle, upon which 
we are only just entering. 
give roughly some of the proposals 
we intend to make in order to increase 
the number of men available. 

“.We already have raised for armed 
forces during the first quarter of the 
year more than the quarter’s pro- 
portion of the original number of 
men which it was estimated was the 
minimum required for the present 
year. We are also effecting a very 
strict comb out of some of the es- 
sential industries. Very large levies 
have been taken from munition 
works. 
to something like 100,000 grade 1 
men. : 


New Call on the Miners. 

“That has been done already this 
year, and it will. of course, involve the 
utilization of other labor to a very 
large extent in munition works. A 
cull for 500,000. has been made already 
on the coal industry, and these men 
I regret 
to say that military needs will neces- 
sitate the calling up of. another 150,000 
men from this industry. These men 
can be spared, we are convinced, after 
entering into the matter very care- 
fully, without endangering the essen- 
tial output of coal for national indus- 
tries. 
“No one is likely to forget the fine 
response made by the miners at the 
beginning of the war, or the. splendid 
part they have taken in hundreds of 
battles since then, They have been 
loyal in meeting the present demand 
of 50,000 men, and I am confident 
théy would meet a further cali upon 
them in the same spirit, in view of 
this great national emergency under 
which we are making it. The trans- 
port services also have been called 
upon to release the greatest possible 
number of fit men. 
“ Further calls are to be made upon 
the civil service. I do not think it is 
realized how much the civil service 
has done already. On one hand, it 
has had to release a large number of 
men for the army, and, on the other, 
it has to meet and is meeting the in- 
creased strain of work. But even at 
the risk of some dislocation we must 
call upon it to do more, and a clean 
cut of young, fit men must be made. 

Not te Keep Men Below 25. 
“It is proposed that no fit men be- 
low the age of 25 should be retained. 
That is the clean-out. 
beyond that. I shall explain it later. 
It is proposed that it should be ap- 
plied to ‘other industries as well. 
“When we are adding to the age 
and when we are extending the mili- 





rtary age, it should not be said that} and to speed up their procedure. 


there are fit young men of 25 who are 
employed in the various industries of 
the country. This will bring the Civil 
Service into line, and on a general 
level, so far as a clean-out is con- 
cerned, with the munitions industries. 
“Under an act passed in January of 
this year, we are issuing orders can- 
celing all occupational exemptions by 
age blocks in specified occupations. 
That is the clean-out. The first of 
these orders is being laid on the table 
in the House today and other orders 
of the same power will follow. 

“I know that the House will appre- 
ciate that it is not merely necessary 
to have men, but to have them quick- 
ly. It is no use raising them unless 
they are raised in time to take part in 
the struggle this year, when we shall 


J be short of drafts, if the battle is a 


prolonged one. 

“The Government, therefore, have 
shortened the length of the calling up 
notice from fourteen days to seven 
and have authorized the sending of 
notice by whatever method is the most 
expeditious and convenient. It may 
be necessary even to curtail the rights 
of appeal on medical grounds, but for 
the moment it is not proposed to do so. 
We have had a good many frivolous 
appeals, which have wasted a good 
deal of time, and if that. goes on, it 
will be obsolutely necessary, in the 
interest of the security of the country, 
that the rights of appeal should be 
curtailed in this respect. 

“There is another consideration. 
The strain upon the medical profes- 
sion has ‘been great already. We are 
very short of medical men, and we 
may be driven to do it by the .hard 
necessities of the case. 

Special Draft of Men Up to 55. 

_“I now turn to the new proposal 
embodied in the bill, which I heg leave 
to introduce today. Our first proposal 
is to raise the military age up to 50, 
and in certain specified cases we ask 
for powers to raise it to 55, but that 
only when a man with special qualifi- 
cations is needed. 
“For instance, it may be necessary 
to do it, in the case of medical men, 
in order to secure their services. It 
may be necessary in certain special 
classes, with special training and spe- 
cial experience, to.secure their serv- 
ices for the army. When you come to 
the question of raising the age to 50, 
it does not mean that men between 42 
and 50 are necessarily to be taken in 
order to put them into the fighting 
line. It may be that there are men of 
that age who are just as fit as men of 
25, but I am sorry to say that that 
is the exception, and we cannot, there- 
fore, depend upon men of that age al- 
together to make the finest fighting 
material. 

“There are a good many services in 
the army which do not require the very 
best physical material, and it would 
be very helpful to get men of this age 
to fill those services, in order to re- 
lease younger and fitter men to enter 
the fighting line. There is also to be 
borne in mind the fact that we have 
to prepare for home defense, so as to 
be able to release men from this coun- 
try and fill their places by men be- 
tween 42 and 50, who, I have no

‘““The proportion of men from 42 
to 50 years of age whom we expect 
‘to be available is not very high— 
something like 7 per cent.’ That is

“TI only want to reassure people be- 
tween 42 and 50 that all the men of 
that age are not going to be called 
upto the fighting: line. I gaye a 
sort of rough estimate that it would 
be only a small percentage of.men of 
this age who would be likely to come 
under the provisions of the Dill. 

“ Now I come to the question of ex- 
emptions from military service. It is 
known to everyone who has had ev- 
perience in the difficulty of obtaining 
man-power that one of the many ob- 
stacles to success is the number of 
exemptions which have been granted, 
often for reasons which at the time 
appeared sufficient, but which should 
no longer be effective at the present 
time of crisis. 

“The Minister of National Service 
already has the power under the act 
passed thie year to cancel certificates 
granted on occupational grounds, and 
it is proposed to make free. use of this 
power. There will be several of these 
exemptions which will be cancelled 
under the power which already has 
been conferred on the Minister of Na- 
tional Service by means of proclama- 
tions, but when the existing powers 
have been used to the utmost it may 
be necessary to go farther and deal 
with exemptions granted on other 
grounds. 

“ Accordingly it is provided by the 
bill that his Majesty may, by procla- 
mation declaring that a national 
emergency has arisen, direct that a 
certificate of exemption from the mili- 
tary service of the nature specified in 
the proclamation shall cease to have 
effect, and that while any such proc- 
lamation remains in force no exemp- 
tions shall be granted which would fall 
within the terms of the proclamation. 
“It is obvious that under this pro- 
vision it would be open to the Govern- 
ment to cancel exemptions in respect 
of men under an age to be specified 
in the proclamation. This is another 
means of arriving at a clean-out so 
as to secure men of military age, fit 
young men for the purposes of the 
army under an age to be specified in 
the proclamation, and any existing ex- 
emptions granted to such men will be 
superseded and the men will be taken 
or left on medical grounds only. We 
have to choose between either submit-

want again to emphasize the fact that 
time is the essence of this thing. The 
existing tribunals, no doubt, have done 
very admirable work, but they will be 
the first to admit that their work has 
been hampered by a number of cir- 
cumstances—the number of the tri- 
bunals themselves, the facilities for 
unnecessary and repeated applications, 
and the opportunities for delay under 
recurring rights of appeal. 

To Reshape Appeal Boards. 
“In these circumstances it is pro- 
posed io take power by an Order in 
Council both to_ reconstitute the 
tribunals and regulate the areas in 
which they shall work and standard- 
ize the grounds of exemption and 
limit the rights of appeal. It is im- 
possible now to specify the precise 
nature of the changes to be made, 
but I may indicate the nature of the 
changes we have in mind. 
“ Firstly, the areas within which the 
tribunals may act will be reconsidered 
and in some cases adjusted; secondly, 
the local tribunals, like appeal tri- 
bunals, will become nominated bodies 
and be reduced in size. This does not 
mean that use will not be made of the 
assistance of existing members of 
tribunals and they will be willing, I 
hope, to continue to work under the 
new conditions. 
“We propose to make an attempt 
to standardize more accurately than 
is now done the grounds of exemption, 
to prevent conflicting decisions on 
these matters in different localities, 
which is one of the great grievances 
felt in the country. 
“Changes also will be made in the 
procedure, but upon these I do not 
intend to dwell at the moment. There 
is also the question of the extension 
of the act to ministers of religion for 
noncombatant purposes. 
Announces Irish Conscription. 


“T now come to the question of 
Ireland. When an emergency has 
arisen which makes it necessary to 
put men of 50 and boys of 18 into 
the army in the fight for liberty and 
independence ’’—Joseph Devlin here 
interrupted—"“ and small nationali- 
ties.”

In- 
volved in it is the fate of France, our 
kindred country and the chief nation 
of that powerful Celtic race to which 
we belong; the fate ef Belgium, to 
whom we are attached by the same 
great ties of race and by the common 
desire of small nations to assert their 
freedom, and, the fate of Poland, whose 
sufferings and struggles bear so 
marked a resemblance to our own. 

“ «Tt is a war for the high ideals of 
human government and _ international 
relations, and Ireland would be false 
to her history and to every considera- 
tion of honor, good faith, and self-in- 
terest did she not willingly bear her 
share in its burdens and its sacri- 
fices.’ 

“It is not merely illogical that Ire- 
land should not help, it is unjust. If 
it were merely England’s battle, the 
young ‘men of Ireland might regard 
that fact with indifference, but it is 
not.

An uproar followed. 

The report of the Irish Convention 
was adopted by a majority only, and 
therefore the Government would take 
the responsibility, the Premier said, 
for such proposals for self-government 
as were just and could be carried out 
without violent controversy.

SAYS LIBERALS ARE AMAZED. 


Supporter of Lloyd George Thinks 
He Has Made a Grave Error. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, Wednesday, April 10.—The 
Daily Chronicle’s Parliamentary cor-' 
respondent, who hae been consistently a 
supporter of the Lloyd Gearse Govern- 
ment, writes: 

‘“‘Why the Government should have 
gratuitously chosen at this moment 
above all others to impose conscrip- 
tion on Ireland is a mystery that I find 
it impossible to solve. Liberals for the 
most part are aghast at the folly of this 
impolicy. In the passion of resentment 
on the Irish benches the Prime Min- 
ister’s announcement that the Govern- 
ment intends to bring in a bill to es- 
tablish self-government in Ireland on 
the lines of the convention . report 
passed almost unheeded. 

‘“*“A great impression was made on 

the House by a noble, well-conceived, 
and very eloquent speecn delivered by 
Mr. Asquith. It was-a sombre reminder 
of the perils that threaten the splendid 
inheritance that our forefathers have 
bequeathed to us. Mr. Asquith thinks 
the situation confronting us today is, 
graver than ahy that ever menaced this 
country in its thousand years of exist- 
ence. He does not. quail before the peril, 
least of all when he thinks of .the in- 
domitable spirit animating our soldiers. 
In this connection he told .the House 
that one of his’ sons, an artillery of- 
ficer, stated in a letter which was re- 
ceived this. morning that his: battery had 
been in twenty-one engagements in 
twelve successive days. 
‘‘It is not alone the British Empire,” 
said Mr. Asquith, ‘‘ but the cause of lib- 
erty and humanity that is in grave 
peril. -In the face of such an emergency 
there is ‘no sacrifice which the country 
is not prepared to make.* 

He earnestly appealed to the House 
to approach the bill from that point of 


view and begged the Government to give 
more time for its consideration. He 
made no reference to Ireland and ab- 
stained from any allusion to any speci- 
fic proposal in the bill until he has been 
able to see it in print. This brief speech, 
so worthy in its spirit and temper, 
touched the emotions of every one who 
listened to it.

IRISH BISHOPS JOIN 

IN DRAFT PROTEST 

They Assert That Conscription 
Would Be the ‘Worst Blunder’ 


in Four Years. 








DUBLIN, April 9.—The Irish Catholic 
Bishops’ Committee at a meeting held 
today, which was presided over by Car- 
dinal Logue, passed by a unanimous 
vote a resolution protesting against con- 
scription in Ireland and declaring that 
to enforce conscription without the con- 
sent of the Irish people would soon iIn- 
evitably end in defeating its own pur- 
pose. 

*‘ What between mismanagement .ana 
mischief making,” said the resolution, 
“this country already has been desper- 
ately upset, and it would be a fatal mis- 
take, surpassing the worst blunder of 
the last four years, to furnish a telling 
plea for desperate courtesy by an at- 
tempt to enforce conscription.”’ 

The Bishops attending the meeting in 
cluded some who have supported rc 
cruiting and the Government's attitua 
in thé war. 


AUSTRIA GIVING LEAVE 
TO FARMER-SOLDIERS 


Indications That Food Shortage 
Takes Precedence Over an 
Offensive Against Italy.

FORCE IN FRANCE; Tuesday, April 
9.—The rumors of a coming Austrian 
offensive against the Italians do not 
gain confirmation from information ob- 
tained by the Intelligence Department 
of the American Army.

‘utilizing the present*lull to give leave 
on a large scale to farmers in uniform, 
so that they may go back home during 
the Spring to cultivate their fields. 

It is understood that these leaves are 
being given on a larger scale than ever 
before, and have given rise to inquiries 
in the Reichsrat, in answer to which the 
Goverpment hinted that the situation 


was such that the crops must be attended 
to, even by soldiers, to take care of 
future food needs. 


CAREY'S } VOLUNTEERS 
FILLED GAP FOR DAYS 


General’s Party of Servants, 
Clerks, and Signalers Beat 
Off Heavy Attacks. 


The “exploit of Major Gen. George 
Glas Sandeman Carey, referred to by 
Premier Lloyd George in the House of 
Parliament yesterday, was performed 
between March 22 and March 28,. on the 
left of the British Fifth Army, just 
below St. Quentin.

‘ tained by the overseas expedition to 2,794. “The lists given out today con-. 


‘tained the names of 82 dead, 344 wounded, and 21 prisoners. The twenty-one 


prisoners had previously been reported as missing or as killed-in action. In 
the'sixdey period there were 18 killed in‘action, 11 dead of wounds, 4 dead of 
accident, 46 dead of disease, 3 dead of unknown causés, 108 severely wounded, 
and 241 slightly wounded, 20 previously reported as missing, but now reported 
as prisoners, and 1 ‘previously reported killed in action, but now reported as 


prisoner.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Acting on 
cabled instructions from Secretary Ba- 


ker; the War Department tonight re- 
sumed publication of the dally list of 


‘casualties among the American expedi- 


tionary forces. - Lists which had accum- 
ulated between April 2;; when the prac- 
tice :was. temporarily discontinued, and 
April 8 were made public, and it was 
stated officially that the casualties 
would be announced regularly here- 
after. 

The reports issued tonight showed that 
447 American soldiers were killed or 
wounded in action, -died of various 
causes, or were captured by the en- 
emy in the six-day period covered. The 
heaviest toll for a-single day reported 
since the first American soldiers land- 
ed in France was shown by the list’ of 
April 5, which: contained 124 names. 
Specific reference is made to twenty- 
one men having beén captured by the 
Germans. Twenty of these previously 
had been reported missing and one pre- 
viously reported dead. 

During the last week correspondents 
with the American forces have reported 
unusual activity by the Germans on 
the fronts where the Americans are in 
the trenches, the dispatches of Sunday 
referring to the heavy artillery bom- 
bardment of the trenches held by Gen- 
eral Pershing’s men. A number of the 
casualties reported are belived to have 
occurred among the engineer units that 
took part in the great battle in Picardy. 

The issuing of the daily casualty lists 
was suspended after receipt of a general

It certainly is to 
the advantage of Germany, especially at 
a moment when steady organization in- 
side the Soviet republic, both economic 
and military, was promising a new dan- 
ger to Germany in the not distant 
future. 

Even the anti-Bolshevist newspapers 
oppose the Japanese landing, although 
they are prepared to use it as a ground 
of agitation against the Bolsheviki. The 
Retch criticises the Bolsheviki for not 
being strong enough to prevent the Jap- 
anese landing. The Novoya Jizn indi- 
rectly calls for resistance to the Allies, 
and says scornfully: 

‘“*The Government talks of diplomatic 
measures. After the agreement of 
Brest-Litovsk, are they going to give us 
an agreement of Vladivostok? ”’ 

The Den refuses to believe it is a mere 
question of keeping order in Vladivostok. 

‘““We fear the partition of Russia 
from the East has begun in the name of 
restoring order,’ it says. . 

The Menshevik newspaper Lutch fore- 
sees and protests against the possibility 
of an alliance with Germany against 
Japan. . 

The Pravda says: 

‘*For us it is clear that this action of 
the imperialists of the alliance has a 
double end; on the one hand, to seize 
as big a lump as possible of Russian 
territory, and on the other to strike a 
blow at the Soviet authority.’”’

PEKING HEARS JAPAN 
MAKES NEW DEMANDS 


Sending of 200,000 Troops Into 
China to Restore Order Said 
to be Included. 











PEKING, April 4, (Associated Press.) 
—It is reported in semi-official circles 
that Japan has proposed to send 200,- 
000 troops to China to co-operate ‘with 
200,000 Chinese troops, officered by the 
Japanese, to restore order throughout 
China and protect the borders. The 
alternative is that Japan will dispatch 
troops to Shangtung and Fukien Proy- 
inceg for the protection of vapenene 
interests. 

It is said also that eas ad sub- 

mitted a new series of demards to 
China, including the complete control 
of China’s finances, purchase of 3O 
er cent. of ammunition to be made in 
apan, operation of iron mines and 
dockyards under Japanese control, and 
recognition of special Japanese inter- 
po onl in Mongolia, the same as in Man- 
churia.

FALL OF HELSINGFORS 
EXPECTED BY RUSSIANS 


Germans Acting as Masters of 
Finland—Fear Felt for Rus- 
sia’s Northern Ports. 


LONDON, April 9.—With the arrival 
of the Germans in Finland, the Red 
Guard cause ts lost and the fall of 
Helsingfors is expected in the near 
future, says Reuter’s Petrograd corre- 
spondent, telegraphing Monday. The 
Germans demanded the digarmament of 
the forts, as well as of the Russian 
warships: in Finnish waters before Fri- 
day, he reports, and the Russian com- 
missaries agreed to comply. 

The Germans have distributed by air- 
plane a proclamation declaring that any

They 
are now aiding allied naval forces, as 
are American destroyers and American 
naval airmen, and they have- been in 
the: war zone for some months. 
Secretary Daniels revealed the fact 
that the submarines had gone “ over 
there’ in his address at Cleveland Sat- 
urday at a Liberty Loan celebration, 
but gave no details. It is now possible,

This official announ¢é- 
ment was made tonight by the Food 
Administration : 

“There ig no é@vidence that Swift & 
Co. weré guilty of profiteering; but 
while they may not themselves have 
been profiteers, they bought twelve car- 
loads of storage eggs from a profiteer 
at a pricé which they knéw gave the 
seller an unreasonablé prof{t, and with 
full knowledge that thé Féod Adminis- 
tration had ruled that the profit, and 
therefore the price, was unreasonablé. 
By making the purchase they assisted 
the seller to profiteer, and, although 
they made no excessive profit thefn« 
sclves, they were the medium by which 
the excessive charge of the seller was 
passed along to the consumer. 

‘“‘They evidently thought that the re- 
sponsibility was upon thé. party who 
madé the excessive charge, afd not upon 
the party who paid ft; but in as clear @ 
casé as this we shall not hesitate to 
penalize both parties.

' WASHINGTON, April 9.—By restrict- 
ing imports, withdrawjng ships from the 
legs necessary tradé channels, and ob- 
‘taining neutral tonnage by agreement 
the United States has been able to put 
2,762,605 tons of shipping into the trans- 
‘atlantic servive to carry men and ‘mu- 
‘nitions to France. Of this 2,865,344 tons 
are under American registry, the ‘e- 
gmainder beings ships operated by pri- 
wate interests and neutral tonnage. 


‘There are in all 890 ships, of which 322 |. 


‘are of American registry. 

' Tt was said today that the shipping 
situation, from the viewpoint of the 
{United States, was more favorable than 
iat any time since the nation entered the 
‘war. The tonnage now in service in- 
‘cludes. only a small part of the 500,000 
pr more tons of Dutch ships which were 
requisitioned. It is believed that the 
$,000,000-ton mark will be reached when 
all of the Dutch shipping available for 
oversea service is in use. 

’ To this tonnage will be added gradu- 
Mally the 250,000 tons which Japan has 
promised during the Summer months 


_ and the ships now under construction in 


this country which are nearing comple- 
tion. Later Japan will add another 200,- 
000 tons or more which is to be built. 

All of the shipping now available to 
the United States is being routed and 
loaded by the Interallied Ship Control 
Committee of which P. A. 8. Franklin 
is Chairman. The increased efficiency 
which has been obtained by this com- 
mittee during the last thirty days, it is 
eaid, has added 20 per cent. to the serv- 
ice given by the fleet or the equivalent 
of 400,000 in figures of tonnage, over 
the February service. 

Reports received from the shipyards 
lately have not been unfavorable, and 
it is believed that the Apri] deliveries 
will set a new record, déspite the de- 
lays in supplies and _ transportation 


troubles. 


*Apparently there is a-general feeling 
of optimism over the situation and a 
conviction that the fleet available for 
tlantic service will be gradually 
increased despite the best efforts of the 
submarines. Barring somé dis- 
aster in the shipyards it seems positive 
that the point has been reached where 
Germany cannot hope to cut down the 
total -amount of tonnage which the 
United States is now able to use in 
transit to Europe and must instead ac- 
cept the verdict that the fleet will 
steadily grow in proportions, 

The Ship Controt Committee also has 
the power to route tonnage under:the 
control of Great Britain and the other 
allied nations the tonnage of which is 
not given in the figures. quoted above. 
Every energy is being put forward to 
add to the efficiency of this tonnage 
as well as by providing better*facilities 
for loading and unloading and a system

“The supreme and compelling reason | 
for raising the conscription age to 50 
years in Great Britain and for ex- 
tending the draft .to Ireland is the 
game reason thdt makes the buying 
ef Liberty bonds the imperative duty 
of every patriotic American. The. 
fate not only of Europe but of Amer- 
tea, of liberty, “ may depend upon the 
“success with which the last German 
“attack is resisted and countered.” 
These are the words of LLoypD GEORGE 
proposing in the House of Commons 
yesterday the measures to increase 
the British man-power in the field. Of 
the sacrifices he asked the British peo- 

ple to make he said that “ nothing 
“ would justify them except the most 
“ extreme necessity and the fact that 
“ the nation was fighting for all which 
* was essential and most sacred to 
« the national life.” Germany has 
taken men of 60.and boys of 17. Eng- 
land increases the measure of her peo- 
ple’s contribution to freedom. 

“he people of England, even the 
Jabor organizations, the people of Scot- 
land and of Wales will bear heroically 
the new burdens laid upon them. 
Men up to. and including the age of 
60 will be enrolled for conscription, 
no man under 25 will be exempted by 
Yeason of industrial occupation, and 
clergymen will be called upon for non- 
combatant service. There remained 
the question of Ireland, where it has 
been openly threatened that conscrip- 
tion would be resisted with the ex- 
treme of violertce. 

LuoyD GEorGE accepts that challenge 
as Mr. Witson accepted the German 
gage of battle. The English people 
would never permit him or any other 
Prime: Minister to decline or evade it. 
If Englishmen must give up their lives 
to. save everything that is essential 
and sacred to the national life, no part 
of the empire will be“ permitted to 
shirk its duty. Loyal Irishmen are 
no shirkers. They have done splendid 
service at the front, where their blood 
has mingled with the blood that has 
flowed from the veins of Englishmen, 
Scotchmen, Canadians, Australians, 
and New Zealanders. Only the irrec- 
oencilables in Ireland talk -resistance. 
They forget that if Germany were the 
master of their destiny, that Germany 
go many of them here treasonably con- 
epired to ald, they would be scourged 
into the ranks and no bones made 
about it.

THE SIGNAL CORPS’ 
BILITY. 

The report that changes are immi- 
nent in the Aviation Section of the 
Signal Corps, and that some of its 
highest officers may be affected, is at 
least. plausible. Exactly what the re- 
lations of the Signal Corps with the 
Aviation Production Board arte it 
might be difficult to define, but be- 
tween them they are ‘responsible for 
the spending of a vast sum of money, 
hundreds of millions of dollars, with- 
out producing a single battleplane for 
the front in Francé after eight months

-of effort. There was at first a dispo- 


sition to put the blame for.the failure 
of.the aviation program upon the fac- 
tories, which Rumor with its thousand 
tongues filled with German spies; but 
it turned out that the pedants of the 
Signal Corps would never be satisfied 
with any accomplished task, pester- 
ing the mechanics with unending 
changes of design. “If they would 
let us alone,” was the despairing cry, 
“we could build airplanes.” 

How many times the vaunted Lib- 
erty motor was tinkered with will 
never be known, but it is now stated, 
with what appears to be finality, that, 
while the Liberty is not adapted to 
the work of combat machines, it is ex- 
cellent for reconnoissance planes, and 
will do well enough for the bombing 
kind. This recalls the ingenious but 
futile attempts of another bureau to 
improve the unequaled French field 
gun and its rejection of the Lewis 
machine gun in order to invent, in the 
fullness of time, a better arm. Arma. 
geddon may be fought to a finish, but 
some of our War. Department experts 
refuse to be hurried. Most leisurely, 
complacent, and unproductive of all 
have been the mathematicians and 
pundits of the Signal Corps. 

When an organization of the army 
charged with the responsibility of as- 
suring the mastery of ‘the air to the 
Allies is not able, at the end of a year 
of war, to protect American troops on 


a: short sector of the front from the 


raids of the enemy, something is radi- 
cally wrong in that organization. If 
a brigade commander sacrifices troops 
by incompetency, he is straightway 
“scrapped”; in the field failure is 
not often tolerated. When it is over- 
looked exposure follows, and sooner 
or later there must be a. reckoning. 
Why should the Signal Corps, the in- 
telligence department of the army, es- 
cape a shakeup when it is found 
wanting? The Ordnance and Quar- 
termaster’s Departments were reor- 
ganized because they failed to func- 
tion in ergencies, holding up the 
preparedness program. It is so noto- 
rious that the twin promoters of army 
aviation, the Signal Corps and. the 


Production Board, have not met the 


public expectation that the wonder is 
why reorganization has been so long 
delayed.

THE SEDITION BILL. 

It seems extraordinary that the Sen- 
ate should have frittered away almost 
a whole session in debating the point 
whether the word “ willfully ” should 
qualify the utterance, printing, writ- 
ing, or publishing of disloyal or abu- 
sive language about the Government, 
flag, or soldiers of the United States, 
which the Sedition bill was to punish 
with adequate fine and imprisonment. 
Certain Senators were once in high 
quarters described as willful, and per- 
haps the recollection rankled. But.the 
average man, who has neither prestige 
nor 4nfluence, is safer with the word

disloyalty is not harbored. What to 
one hearer might bea warrantable 
stricture might’ to another savor of 
enmity to the Government. There- 
fore, it should be necessary to prove 
intent, as in the case of many things 
inhibited by the, Criminal Code. 

Of the unamended bill Senator Suzx- 
MAN of Illinois said: “It is an 
“abridgment of the right of free 

“speech.”” And if enacted as it came 
originally from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee the bill would have been open 
to. that condemnation. 
criticism might have been regarded by 
partisans and by sentimentalists as 
Men might have been 
locked up, although we do not think 
they would have been, for expressing 
honest opinions about the course of 
the Government in prosecuting the 
war, with no thought of inflaming the 
enemy alien or spreading sedition. 

Criticism, honest criticism, ought 
not ‘to be muzzled, and it should not 
be open to the malignant ‘to put a 
wrong construction upon language 
never intended to “support or favor 
“the cause of the German Empire or 
“its allies in the present war, or 
“ * ® © to oppose the cause of the 
United States.” But the law, be- 
cause of a simple amendment, adopted 
singularly by ‘a margin of half a 
dozen votes,” will require proof of in- 
tent. to be disloyal. and to aid the ene- 
my. With the word “ willfully a left 
out, calling a spade.a spade in what 
was said about an act or omission of 
the Administration detrimental (in the 
critic’s view) to the cause of America 
and her allies might have had awk- 
ward consequences. ~ 

Hitherto the Department of Justice 
has complained of want of statute law 
when taken to task for failing to deal 
with sedition and disloyalty. The new 
act will give prosecuting officers 
plenty of latitude to frame indict- 
ments against traitors, obstructionists, 
and the disaffected. If they do their 
duty fearlessly and with intelligence, 
there will be no excuse or pretext for 
lynch law in its various forms of vio- 
lence as a manifestation of American- 
ism. 

BANKS AND THE LIBERTY BONDS. 

The banks are generally allowing it 
to. be understood that they will ad- 
vance the money for the purchase of 
Liberty bonds at the coupon rate for 
ninety days upon only a 5 or 10 per 
cent. margin. At the end of-that time 
subscribers are invited to make fur- 
ther arrangements, sometimes with an 
intimation of “ favorable ” conditions. 
Other cities are more definite in the 
announcement that the rate will be 
raised when the loan is extended. The 
proposal of. several renewals in con- 
sideration of reduction of the amount 
advanced was not adopted, for the 
familiar reason that it converted a 
short-time loan into a long-time lock- 
up, and that is undesirable when there 
is such a demand for accommodation 
for war purposes. The earlier British 
loans were floated with the announce- 
ment that the full subscription would 
be advanced by the Bank of England 
for three years at 1 per cent. below 
the Bank rate. The result ‘was a 
great and rapid increase in the dis- 
counts to figures far above the private 
deposits, with signs of commercial re- 
striction, although abnormal relief was 
given in various ways. The last Brit- 
ish loan (in 1917): was floated only 
after stopping other issues of Govern- 
ment paper, which resulted in raising 
the deposits above the discounts, and 
thus created a banking situation favor- 
able to the loan. The result was that 
the discounts and deposits moved wide- 
ly in opposite directions, showing that 
the five billions was raised out of de- 
posits, not discounts, 

In this city loans exceeded deposits 
a billion dollars at the time of the No- 
vember statement of the Government. 
At the present time, taking into con- 
sideration about 100 leading cities, 
the official figures show loans and 
investments .about 106 per cent. of 
deposits. The inclusion of investments 
with the loans deprives the figures of 
any disquieting suggestion, and surely 


no one would wish to suggest anything 


like niggardliness in banking accom- 
modations te loan subscribers. It 
would be easy to emphasize either in- 
flation or contraction principles into 
economic error, but they are not so 
contradictory as they seem. At least 
under -present conditions they are rec- 
oncjled by the large extent to which 
‘accommodation to loan subscribers is 


translated through Treasury disburse- |° 


ments into commercial stimulation. 
When the Government is spending a 
billion a month and is exerting every 
effort to spend more there is harm 
rather in limiting Government re- 
sources than in-enlarging them. 
Bankers, therefore, have the ability 
and should have the disposition to: do 
all they can te finance the Govern- 
ment liberally, and applicants for war 
uses as liberally as they fairly can. 
There is a shadowy region where it is 
hard to say whether the applications 
ate for essential or nonessential war 
uses, and where the credit desired is 
not such as commercial banks ought 
to:give, unless there is to be confusion 
between the fiscal and monetary func- 
tions of the Government. It is easy to 
name  belligerents whose Govern- 
ments. provided money, 
currency, rather than credit for war 
uses, It is to the credit of the United 
States that. the least of that mingling 
of functions is observable here. Our 
money has expanded, but no more 


than trade and prices. Our credit has: 


expanded for the same reasons. But 


in the Dill. Criticism

our currency and our credit alike are | 
instantly exchangeable for gold; sub- 
ject only to restrictions upon export, 
and that for reasons of war rather 
than commerce or finance.  . 

It is not convincing to say that the 
banks ought not to finance loan sub- 
scribers for nothing: There is a profit 


‘which ddes not appear on thé hooks, 


speaking in a strictly commercial man- 
ner. The unprofitable loan ‘subscriber 
is likely_to be a long-term depositor, 
and there are promises of incidental 
profits. But aside from ' profit: there 
is substantial ground for the banks 
and the depositors alike to be liberal 
with the Government. It is the-best 
and cheapest investment in. insurance 
against tyranny and invasion. -Never 
will it be sO cheap’ as now to bury 
forever the pretensions of Kaiserism. 
Never shall we have as thankful and 
able allies as now. ,It is the duty of 
bankers and ‘depositors alike to be lib- 
eral with the Government, and not too 
modest about it. The man who takes 
his bonds has a duty also to see that 
his ‘neighbor takes his bonds, and 
should have all the help example can 
set and all. the courage, advice can 
supply.

THE HARMLESS, NECESSARY CAT. 

Again the Legislature has been deal- 
ing with one of its hardy, perennials, 
the bill introduced by Senator Rosrn- 
son for the State Conservation Com- 
mission to protect useful birds against 
cats. With the purpose of this meas- 
ure there will be general sympathy, 
but in its present form at least it must 


arouse grave dissatisfaction not only’ 


among lovers of cats but among lovers 
of justice. 

The present bill provides that any 
adult person possessing a hunting 
license may, and any peace officer or 
game warden must, destroy in a hu- 
mane manner: cats which are hunting 
birds protected by law or which have 
such birds in their possession. Fair 
enough, so far as concerns cats discov- 
ered in flagrante delicto. But how are 
you going to determine whether a cat 
peacefully drifting across the land- 
scape is hunting a bird protected by 
law, or cherishes the laudable purpose 
of abolishing a sparrow, or is merely 
walking abroad for purposes of recre- 
ation? This law would practically per- 
mit any cat to be spurlos versenkt at 
the pleasure of a peace officer or adult 
male who might misinterpret his pur- 
Elementary considerations of 
justice require the observance of the 
laws of cruiser warfare against cats; 
they should not be destroyed, even in 
a humane manner, without visit. and 
search which should ascértain whether 
their purposes are. really anti-social 
or not. 

But such investigation involves dif- 
ficulties. Last year the Senator would 
have had all cats duly tagged—in ef- 
fect, provided with passports. But 
your cat cherishes a strong feeling of 
individual liberty; he does not like to 
have his movements Investigated. The 
task of registering the young men of 
draft age was considerably easier than 
the registration of cats. Some few 
patriotic felines: might come forward 
voluntarily, but to round up the slack- 
ers would take an army which could 


‘ill be spared in these times. | 


Even worse was the Senator’s first 
proposal this year, that all cats be 
belled. It was open to the same ob- 
jection as registration, that you would 
first have to catch your cat; with the 
additional drawback that an obbligato 
of jangling chimes would be added to 
the back fence oratorios which enliven 
the city dweller’s night. 
the present measure, whose inequity is 
patent. ; 

Moreover, any proper Dill should 
draw a distinction between the city and 
country cat. Whatever the social 
status of the cat in the countryside, to 
the city dweller he furnishes an ad- 
mirable example of enterprise and 
good humor in meeting the hardshfps 
of city life and realizing its hard-won 
joys. And recognition of the admirable’ 
qualities of the cat is now properly 
given by the selection of a rampant 
tom, with battered tail, scarred sides, 
and chewed-up ears, as the emblem of 
the fighters in the tanks, whose motto 
is “ We treat them rough.” Under 
the device of the tomcat the tanks are 
going out to make war upon the black 
Prussian eagle, a game bird who by 
his own activities has put himself out- 
side the protection of the law. The 
totem of the tanks deserves a better 

te than to be shot on sight by any 
one who may chance to misinterpret 


the object of his voyagings.

THE DAIMLER AFFAIR. 

In the attitude of Germans of va- 
rious classes toward the, inquiry into 
the affairs of the Daimler Motor 
Company there are indications which 
support others noted by correspond- 
ents of a new and more clearly de- 
fined alignment of social and eco- 
nomic classes in Germany. The old 
Junker aristocracy seems to have 
rallied, though not too whole-hearted- 
ly, to the support of the industrial 
magnates. Conservative speakers in 
the Reichstag defended a company 
which had. made a profit of 173 per 
cent. last. year, had reported it as 
11 per cent., and had threatened to 
close its factory, to go on an em- 
ployers’ strike, if it were not allowed 
an increase in prices of 50 per cent. 

No.profiteer in America ever stood 
to his guns so defiantly as the whole 
German industrial class, at least 
those who have any. connection with 
the profitable war industries, have 
stood by the Daimlers: Says the 
Deutsche Zeitung, an organ of this 
class: “ The Daimler works have per- 
“formed great. ces for the Fa-

This comment might be studied 
with profit by such Americans as 
profess to see no difference between 
German and American capitalism. 
When we read of the bitter opposti- 
tion to any investigation: of the doc- 
tored reports submitted by the com- 
pany to the Govérnment, opposition 
in which Conservatives join, we may 
remember that the Krupps have also 
been accused of such action, and that 
the All-Highest Wii1tam is reputed 
to be a very heavy stockholder in this 
profita8le enterprise. . 

German industry which profited 
from foreign commerce is apparently 
looking forward with some apprehen- 
sion to the days of peace after the 
war; consequently, as the Berliner 
Lokal-Anzeiger suavely says; . “ No 
“one can blame the company for 
“making the best of things.”’ Not all 
German ° industrial. magnates’ may 
share the views of Av@usT TuYssEN, 
who recently blamed the Government 
for starting the war and for failing 
to make good its promise to make it 
financially profitable to Germany, but 
there appears to be a good deal of un- 
rest among those who must suffer 
most from the opinion which the Ger- 
mans have won for themselves in the 
world outside. So, apparently, they 
are to be kept quiet by being allowed 
to make unheard-of profits; even if 
they blackmail the Government. by 
threatening to stop war work or. by 
refusing to buy war. bonds, it must 
be tolerated. What the authorities 
must think when these matters are 
dragged into the indecent light by 
radicals we may imagine; it is signifi- 
cant that though a motion was made 
in the Reichstag by the parties of the 
Government bloc for the. sefzure by 
the military of ‘all profiteering indus- 
trial plants, the Government itself— 
that is to say, Count HERTLING, who 
is responsible to the Kaiser and not 
to this bloc—was very cool toward the 
proposal. 

Meanwhile, if landed aristocracy and 
industrial capitalists are drawing to- 
gether, there is a more clearly de- 
fined opposition. Students of German 
economics tell us that the war is 


-making thé rich richer, the poor rich- 


er, the middle class poorer. The poor 
are growing more prosperous, a con- 
dition which history has shown con- 
ducive to a demand for- more political 
rights; arid the middle class is becom- 
ing an educated proletariat, embittered 
by recollection of better. times gone 
past, The period following the war 
may show Germany . in the condition 
of extreme opposition of capitalists 
and proletariat which Marx forecast, 
though this state be reached by meth- 
ods .not at all in accordance with 
Marxian theory. —

Why Cannot New York Federal

Committee tq make 
public, day- by day, the total of sub- 
scriptions to the new bond issue, the 
Treasury Department has taken action 
the wisdom of which is questioned by 
many, and the question thus raised is 
certainly open to discussion, 

There is hesitation, naturally, to cqn- 
demn this course outright as a mistake, 
for it.is realized that nobody is more 
interested in the success of the loan than 
Secretary McApoo, that none has given 
the attainment of succéss more thought, 
and that none can be better—perhaps 
none as wéll—informed as to the facts. 
On the|other hand, the problem is one 
of psychology, and on such no judgment 
is final or even very authoritative. 

The! Treasury officials, like the rest of 
us, are believers in the efficacy of pub- 
licity in the attainment of good objects. 
They have asked for, and received with 
obviously sincere gratitude, a vast 
amount of it from the newspapers of the 
country and from innumerable commit- 
tees of hard-working patriots, but now, 
suddenly and not a little to the confus- 
ing of everybody concerned, there has 
been withdrawn a form of publicity the 
great value of which has hitherto been 
assumed as self-evident. 

No adequate reasons for the change 
have been given. That does not prove 
that none exists, but neither does it 
prove that one does. A vague reference 
to the danger of exciting jealousies 
among towns or groups will not do, nor 
doés the danger of serious inaccuracies 
in totals seem a sufficient excuse for 
withholding information that certainly 
is of general interest. Jealousy is only 
another name for rivalry, and rivalry in 
well-doing is always held desirable. 

It is possible that the publication of 
separate subscriptions is sometimes 
harmful as giving an excuse for taking 
in bonds a sum as small as that taken 
by another person or corporation, but 
more often, probably, it would have the 
contrary effect by showing what’ that 
other person or corporation had done 
and exciting a determination to equal or 
exceed his or its subscription. 

Sentiment outside of the Treasury De- 
partment strongly inclines to the side of 
full publicity, and not a few people hold 
that the public has a right as well as a 
wish to know from day to day the rate 
at which the loan {s being taken.

I thank you for sending me your 
stirring little book entitled, ‘‘ Where 
Do You Stand?”’ and I feel moved to 
answer at once, as well as I can, the 
question put by you so impressively to 
all-Americans of German blood. 

Where do I stand? Although: I deep- 
ly deplored the tragic chain: of cireun- 
stances. and events which a year ago 
forced the United Statés inte the Euro- 
pean war, I have now come to believe 
that the participation of the United 
States in.this war, provided the un- 
selfish principles enunciated by Pres- 
ident Wilson are strictly adhered to, 
will eventually make for a peace more 
democratic, equitable, and permanent 
than otherwise would have been the 
case. Sadly, therefore, but unreserved- 
ly, I accept the fact’ that Germany for 
the time being is my country’s enemy, 
and I am determined to uphold ‘our 
Government in its policy of forcing 
Germany, and. for that matter all the 
belligerents, to accept a peace which 
will indeed make the world safe for 
democracy. 

While I thus pledge myself to the 
support of our Government in this 
war, I cannot have anything in ‘com- 
mon with the fanatics who make it 
their business to inflame the people in- 
discriminately against Germany and 
everything German. I thoroughly be- 
lieve in the ideals of American democ- 
racy and rejoice in our free institutions 
and the liberal and generous spirit of 
American life. But I must also rec- 
ognize that the German system of gov- 
ernment has achieved great things in 
the training of the German people in 
good citizenship and public service. as 
well as in raising the level of personal 
worth and attainment. I thoroughly 
sympathize with the parliamentary 
parties in Germany which are striving 
to obtain for the people a larger share 
in directing its polictes;. but it would 
seem to me utterly futile to attempt to 
bring about this . democratization of 
German ‘public life by. force from with- 
out.- What I hope for is that American 
ideals of popular activity dnd American 
sympathy with the German. progressive 


parties will help these parties to.win 
their fight against the reactionaries 
and thus to open the way for-a peace 
in accordance with the dictates of pop- 
ular rights and.common humanity. 

I cannot help thinking that many 
Americans of rman blood entertain 
views similar to those which I have 
here tried to Press. I believe they 
would do a service to their country by 
openly pearing them.

THE ACHILLES HEEL OF 


THE GERMAN 





To the Editor of The New*York Times: * 

One of the lessons of the present Ger- 
man drive is the almost prohibitive sac-| 
rifice of man power by the army of the 
offensive: oh the German plan ‘of: over- 


bers. Today. the advantage seems to 
rest with thé’ Allies, since their losses in 
men have probably not greatly exceeded 
a third 6f those of Germany, and they 
have succeeded in countering the shock 
without any considerable draft upon 
their mobile’ reserve army. 

’ Nothing is more certain than that the 
German “ blood bath” will, when it 
has been stayed, be, followed up bya 
** peace drive,’ in which full use will’ be 
made of every dévilish device in order 
to deceive, and in which all treasonable, 
pacifistic, faint-hearted and weak-mind- 
ed elements in the allied nations wfll be 
fully mobilized—the La Follettes, Hiil- 
quits, Nearings, Jordans, and Bergers. 

Of the many arguments which will be 
put forward, the most potent with the 
loyal, though faint-hearted elements of 
the. population, . will doubtless. be the 
supposed impossibility’ of either side 
obtaining a military decision in its 
favor, Under ideal weather conditions 
and with unprecedented artillery con- 
centration, (thanks to Germany's peace 
propaganda in Ru and Italy,) Ger- 
many, ‘with a sacrifice measured ‘prob- 
ably by more. than -350,000 casualti¢s, 
has driven into the allied territory .a 
broad wedge, the apex. of which .is 
about thirty-five miles from the start- 
ing point. It will now be argued that 
the distance to Berlin from the. allied 
front at Verdun is not far from 650 
miles, or about ninetéen times this dis- 
tance, most of the way. through. ex- 
ceedingly - ‘difficult “country and with 
three great rivers, (the.Rhine, Weser, 
and Elbe,) to be crossed. No less than 
nineteen drives of this intensity, it will 
be argued, would be required to ac- 
complish the entry into Berlin, ‘ 

To those ‘who do not know the facts 
this argument will appear to have much 
plausibility. The truth is; however, that 
a single drive eastward from Verdun 
which should penetrate no further than 
the present German offensive -has al- 
ready gone, (thirty to thirty-five-miles,) 
would bring the war at once to an end. 
This is easily proved, ‘and has been ad- 
mitted as long ago as March 20, 1915, 
by a deputation from six of the most 
powerful industrial and agrarian organ- 
izations of Germany made ina confi- 
dential communication to the German 
Chancellor. This confidential memo- 
randum was obtained and published in 
France in 1916, and its truths are self- 
evident to any student of mineral. re- 
sources or of economics. 


No one yeeds to be told that the 
sinews of land ,warfare today are guns 
and munitions, which in .turn depend 
upon developed resources of coal and

A considerable 
percentage of the remaining third was 
obtained from the province: of Luxem- 
burg in the same area over the frontier 
to. the northward. The district extends 
also across the frontier into France, s0 
that the German (Lorraine) iron ores 
west of Thionville (Diedenhofen,) the 
French ores of the plateau of Briey and 
the plain of the Woevre, and those of 
the province of Luxemburg, form one 
continuous area which spreads out in 
all directions from the common fron- 
tiers of the three countries.

The report goes on to say with much 
force ‘that if French troops-had been 
able to advance into Lorraine five to 
ten miles beyond the frontier, or had 
even held the frontier, the war would 
have endéd from Germany's lack of 
iron. Verdun is referred to as the 
“bridgehead "’ of the iron region, and 
the following conclusion ig arrived at: 

The security of the German Empire. in 
@ fyture war necessitates therefore impera- 
tively the possession of al] the mines of 
“ minette,’’ and comprises the fortresses 
of Longwy and Verdun, without which this 
region cannot be defended, 

It was shortly after the submission of 
this memorandum to the German Chan- 
cellor that the great drive on Verdun 
was begun.

In the minetté iron district ig therefore 
the Achilles heel of the German mon- 
ster. Once driven from this area, Ger- 
many would be forced to an: uncondi- 
tional surrender, as she has herself ad- 
mitted. Development of the iron in 
Ukraine, with which a ‘peace’ has — 
recently been concluded, is not possible 
on a scale commensurate with Ger- 
many’s needs without several years of 
development, and the question of trans- 
portation across the 1,200 miles which 
separate the’ district. from the indus- 
trial section of Westphalia and Rhenish 
Prussia would have to be solved. Shoul-1 
the attempt be made to bring the ore in 
sufficient quantity from the equally dis- 
tant Kiruna mines of Swedish Lapland, 
means would have to be found by the 
Allies, as they have been found before, 
to interrupt the Baltic traffic. 

It is hoped, therefore, that the specious 
argument which will soon be put for- 
ward in the interests of a ‘ German 
peace "’ will be met by a knowledge of 
the facts.

NO SOCIALIST CONFERENCE. 


The View That the Kaiser Cannot 
Be Beaten by More Talk. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read the letter to the Nationa) 
Socialist ‘Party of Great Britain, dated 
Jan. 11, 1918,.and signed by John Spargo 
as Chairman and J. G. Phelps Stokes as 
Secretary of the Social Democratic 
League of America. This letter ap- 
peared in Justice of London on Feb. 28. 
It ig a reply.to a letter from the’ former 
body proposing the creation of a new 
international Socialist organization. It 
suggests, as a counterproposal, the 
formation of a group of allied Socialists 
as a ‘sort of left wing” within the in- 
ternational, and further suggests an in- 
ternational conference of allied Social- 
ists either at the conclusion of peace or 
earHer, and ‘‘ immediately prior to the 
holding of thesregular International So- 
cialist Congress.” 

The writers explicitly say that they 
“have expressed their own views upon 
their individual responsibility.’’ . Néver- 
theless, from the fact that the letter 
twice affirms their official designations 
—once in the text and again with the 
signature—a representative character ds 
necessarily given to the expression. As 
it does not represent my own views, nor 
those of any other former Socialist Par- 
ty member with whom I am acqnainted, 
I: feel obliged to record publicly my 
strong dissent. 

There is no international now in. exist- 
ence. The old international was broken 
to pieces When the German Army (com- 
posed largély of ‘professed Socialists) 
invaded and pillaged Belgium. The’ So- 
clalist: Party of Germany has never de- 
nounced this ‘act, but ‘has, instead, en- 
thusiastically supported the Government 
which ‘perpetrated it.’ Theré may be a 
new. international formed after the war, 
but it ts unthinkable that for many years 
thereafter there can be’ any fraterniza- 
tion between the working class of the 
allied countries and‘ that of the Central 
Powers. .Any proposal which assumes 
the old international to be still in. exist- 
ence.is self-condemned. 

The proposal of an “ iriternational 
conference of Socialists ‘from the allied 
countries, and if possible those from 
every country who share our views,'' is

entire good faith of Messrs. Spargo and 
Stokes in this matter, I must yet pay 
that this proposal is fraught with vast 
mischief. Would this conference include 
the party Socialists of this country who 
have so:assiduously made themselves the 
tools of Prussianism? Would it. include 
the minority groups of Germany, who, 
though opposing the German Govyern- 
ment, stand for what would be esgen- 
tially a German peace? Would it in- 
clude the ‘‘ defeatist '' element of Italy 
or the minority groups of Norway and 
Sweden, whose. doctringire pacjfism 
plays directly into the hands of the 
Kaiser? Would it include the precious 
Lenine and Trotzky, whose betrayal of 
the cause of democracy has given new | 
victories to German arms on the Italian 
and French fronts? 

There is no need of any conference of 
any kind except among those elements 
who are sincerely and determinedly bent 
on the defeat of the German military 
power: Whatever adds unity and 
strength to the carrying: out of that pur- 
pdése is to be supported, and whatever 
tends to delay its accomplishment is to 
be unsparingly condemned. The notion 
that talk, and more talk, and still more 
talk, can interpose a barrier’ against 
Prussian bayonets and Prussian cannon 
is a delusion that dies hard,’ even after 
what-has happened in Russia, With the 
world on fire, and ‘with democracy 
threatened with extinction by the tri- 
umph of German military force, the one 
defensive need is action. The proposal 
for fresh palavers, however sincerely . 
meant, tends only to further triumphs 
for Kaiserism.

AMSTERDAM, April 9.—‘‘ No other 
solution of the world struggle is to be 
seen than the hoped-for complete Ger- 
man victory in the west,’”’ says the Ber- 
lin Vorwiarts in a mournful article on 
President Wilson’s Baltimore .speech. 
The tone of the speech, the same jour- 
nal says, ‘‘ leaves .us:in-:no doubt: as to 
where we stand. Either the war. must 
at an early period be finished in the 
west by military means or else our fu- 
ture will lie dark before us. Indeed, 
our future will not be bright, even if 
@ successful conclusion is reached, but 
will be much less so if that decision is 
not. achieved.”’ 

The semi-official comment on Wilson's 
speech is vastly different from that of 
which we have.unfortunately read too 
often in the press. It shows what a lost 
war would mean for. Germany. These 
are unusually serious words. In Jan- 
uary, 1917, we were accustomed to read 
in the German papers that England 
would lay down her arms on account of 
the U-boat war in a few months. The 
American war menace was said to be 
only a bluff and in no way to be taken 
seriously, because before America could 
even make the attempt to help the En- 
tente, the war would be over. Had 
those phophecies been fulfilled. the 
bloody struggle on the west front would 
not have taken place. 

The Vérwarts, however, is thankful 
in a way.to.the President for his speech, 
for it reminds the Germans of what, 
under the influence of their newspapers, 
thay had been too apt to forget: namely, 
that ‘war is not like plucking cherries. 
It warns its readers that stupendous 
‘tasks still lie ahead and that though the 
German people have less reason to de- 
spair of the outcome than others en- 
gaged in war, there is no reason for 
them to regard the coming events with 
lightheartedness or presumption. It 
points to the great force, moral and ma- 
terial, with which America can sup- 
port the Entente, and then goes on to 
say: 

‘President Wilson’s speech leaves us 
in no doubt that the bridges to peace 
. by understanding have for the present 

been broken by the _ Brest-Litovsk 
treaty. Wilson, the undisputed politi- 
cal leader of the Entente, will not rec- 
cgnize that peace and sets before Ger- 
many the Choice either to retreat be- 
fore his threats of force or accept the 
combat of force with him. Thus the 
war has been forced to development 
in which only the means of material 
forces count.”

_Fear for Democracy Not Real War 
Cause, German Paper Alleges.

THE HAGUE, April 9.—The Frank- 
furter Zeitung devotes two columns to 
a review of America’s first war year. 
Beginning with the alleged reasons for 
America’s intervention in the war, the 
paper asserts that this was largely due 
to fear of Germany, and German world 
supremacy. 

Although America loves to cloak her 
policy in rhetorical’ phrases such as

The French Leigue in America, whose 
officers, founders, and patrons include 
men high in the political, artistic, social, 
and financial life. of the. United States 


J and of France, was launched last night 


at the home of Otto H. Kahn, 1,100 Fifth 
Avenue. : 

The meeting was attended by a large 
group of men and women interested in 
strengthening cordial relations between 
‘France and the United States. Speeches 
were made by C. H. Outland, manager 
of the league; Baroness Francis Wilson 
Huard, and Lieutenant Adrien de Pach- 
mann, a’ member. of the French High 
Commission. Robert Casa, a well-known 
French singer, recently connected with 
the French Theatre in this city, sang 
songs of the trenches and of the Latin 
Quarter. 

In all essentials the league, according 
to Mr. Outland, who explained its objects 
and purposes, is to partake of a popu- 
lar movement with active membership 
placed at $3 a'‘year. It is nonpartisan, 
nonseetarian and nonpolitical, and is to 
be national in scope. Branches are to 
be established all over the. country so 
that every community of persons inter- 
ested in its objects shall have oppor- 
tunity to keep in touch with the manifold’ 
aspects of French-American activity. 

The league will publish a monthly re- 
view, whose text will be about two- 
thirds. English and one-third French. 
The review will record the progress of 
the French nation in science, literature, 
and the arts, the movements and tend- 
ber in finance, commerce, and in- 

ustry and the. achievements in edu- 
cation. At the'same time the publica- 
tion will serve as the organ of some of 
the French-American groups which have 
been organized for various purposes 
It will also be the means of facilitating 
among Americans, it was said, the 
study of the French language. "Each 
issue will céntain a supplement, dealing 
paler sae with the French language, and 
suited to.the needs of both beginners 
and of advanced students. 


A New Relationship. 


After referring ‘to the act of General 
Pershing in placing the American forces 
at the disposal of France as “the 
symbol of a great common effort be- 
tween the United States and France,”’ 
Mr, Outland said that the United States 
and -France had entered upon a new 
relationship. 

‘Today with the French, on French 
soil, we are _ fighting for the same 


ideals,’’ he added. ‘‘ We are struggling, 
together with France, to remove the 
ulcer which is festering at the heart of 
the world. 

“ This new partnership has made im- 
perative an agency which will enable 
these two nations to Know each other 
well. While we are sending to France 
our men, cur money, our supplies to be 
pooled by them in’ the great struggle, 
we must have some agency which will 
permit a fullness of knowledge and a 
free interchange of ideas between us. 
These two great peoples are separated 
by: the barrier ‘of apsusge’ Among. the 
numerous.. French-American ~organiza- 
rtions which have been. creatéd, ‘before 
and since the war, the means for this 
reciprocal exchange on a large scale has 
been. lacking. It-is_ this reat need 
which the French League in America 
proposes to fill and what America is 
doing is o Sequence to France and 
what France ia doing is of significance 
to us, and. these things we must know 
and know increasingly as time goes on. 

ot only are there international 
problems between us as a result of this 
immense collaboration, there are also 
national problems arising in each coun- 
try whose solution can be aided by the 
experience of the other. The ideal and 
practical bonds are becoming innumer- 
able. ‘They are meeting our life at every 
oint. There is not a person here wha 
as not a stake in France. The French 
League in America is the instrument 
which will effect this elose ideal and 
practical collaboration. 

‘As its name implies, the league is 
not a society whose membership is re- 
stricted. It is incorporated as a New 
York State membership corporation with 
these objects : 

‘‘To promote a thorough comprehen- 
sion by the people of Frai.ce and the 
United States of America of their re- 
spective. civilizations; to strengthen the 
bonds of intellectual and moral sym- 
pathy, vased on their historic traditions 
and present collaboration; to encourage 
between these two greit demoncracies a 
tree interchange of ideas, information, 
and methods in sclving their national 
and international affairs and in further- 
ing their national ideals; to reveal the 
practical ana artistic genius of these two 
nations to each other; to encourage the 


development of closer. economic rela- 
tions ween France and the United 
States, and for thesé purposes to pub- 


lish a periodical review as the organ 
of this corporation, and of other French- 
American groups, and in general to 
brine the United States of America and 
France to a full and sympathetic under- 
standing of one another.”

$230,272 GIFT TO ITALY. 


Red Cross Provides Funds to Buy 
Sirgical Supplies. 


Authority to purchase surgical instru- 
ments and surgical supplies to the 
amount of $230,2/2 for shipment to the 
Red Cross Commission for Italy has 
been given by the War Council of the 
American Red Cross, according to an 
announcement yesterday. This au- 
thorization is made at the request of 
Robert Perkins, Commissioner to Italy.

‘To you who were directors of the 
emergency commission for Italy I am 
glad to per these sentiments in the 
name of the army which has had and 
still receives so much material and 
moral assistance from. the American 
Red Cross.”’ 


ZIONIST UNIT PREPARES. 


Medical Organization of 40 Members 
to Go to Palestine. 


The American Zionist Medical Unit, 
with a personnel of forty members, is 
making ready to leave New York short- 
ly for Palestine. The unit will co- 
operate with the Jewish Administrative 


Commission which is laying the founda- 
tions for the future Jewish State. The 
unit is being equipped by the Women’s 
Branch of the Zionist movement at a 
cost of $250,000 to cover its first year's 
operations. 

Besides a general director and a medi- 
cal director, the membership of the unit 
will be made up of fifteen physictans; 
fifteen nurses, a sanitarium, two me- 
chanics, two pharmacists, and a dental 
staff. The physicians include specialists 
in surgery, eye, ear, nose and throat 
diseases. A hospital in Jerusalem has 
already been placed at the disposal of 
the unit, and the staff will be amplified 
from among the physicians living in 
Palestine. 

In’ addition to the hospital in Jeru- 
salem, the unit plans to open a dispen- 
safy, a school of nursing and several 
floating hospitals. It is carrying with 
it $40,000 worth of medical supplies and 
a complete equipment of surgical, dental 
and radiograph instruments.

MAKES ‘SOME EXCEPTIONS 





Where Man or Wife is Absent Tem- 
porarily, as on a Visit, Exemp- 
tlon WIll Be Accorded.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Another 
knotty question coming up under the 
income tax law was disposed of today 
by Internal Revenue Commissioner Ro- 
per. _ It was whether a husband and 
wife who live apart can claim the stal- 
utory exemptions of the head of a fam- 
ily or the joint exemption. of a man 
and wife. The decision is that the man 
who dees not maintain a household and 
live with his wife is.in the status of a 
single man, and hot entitled ‘to the ex- 
emption. Where man or wife is. ab- 
sent temporarily, either travéling or vis- 
iting, or where one or the other is in a 
sanitarium, the exemptions provided by 
law will be fecognized. The ruling fol- 
lows: 

“* Section 7 of the Income Tax act of 
Sept. 8, 1916, as amended by the act of 
Oct. 3, 1917, provides that there shall 
be allowed as an exemption in the na- 
ture of a deduction from the amount of 
the net income of each citizen or resi- 
dent of the United States the sum of 
$3,000, plus $1,000 additional if the per- 
son making the return. be a head of a 
family or a married man-or woman with 
a wife or husband living with. him or 
her, except that only one deduction of 
$4,000 shall be made from the aggregate 
income of both husband and wife when 
living together, and plus $200 additional 
for each child dependent upon such per- 
son if under 18 years of .age .or. inca- 
pable of self-support because mentally 
or physically defective. Section 3 of the 
War Income Tax act of October 8, 1917, 
provides that in the case of the tax im- 
posed by the later act the exemptions of 
$8,000 and $4,000 provided in Section 7 
of the former act shall be, respectively, 
$1,000,and $2,000.

WINTYRE BLECTED, 
18 JURY'S VERDICT

NEW TRIAL iS ASKED FOR 





‘Move, Will. Take Case to 
Court of Appeals. 





The jury before Supreme Court Jus- 
tte Sawyer that for two monthe has 
been hearing the suit by James A. Dele- 
hanty to oust John F. Mcintyre from 
his seat on the General Sessions bench, 
in the course of which a recount of 
the ballots showed that Delehanty re- 
ceived 826 votes more than McIntyre, 
yesterday returned a verdict upholding 
Judge MclIntyre’s election, after an 
hour’s deliberation. The. original can- 
vass of the vote by the Board of Can- 
vassera showed MclIntyre’s election by 
816 Votes. 

The jury’s verdict was based on its 
belief that the ballots when. pfoduced 
in court for the recount were not fn the 
same condition as when counted by the 
election officials. Justice Sawyer said 
in his charge: ‘‘ The vital queston is, 
what was the true count of the ballots 
on election night? If they were tam- 
pered with or contaminated, then you 
are the judges of the fact.’’ 

Counsel for ex-Judge Delehanty maeved 
to set aside the verdict of the jury as 
against the weight of the evidence, and 
the court will hear argument on the 
application this morning. The mem- 
bers of the jury thanked Justice Sawye . 
for his courtesy and presented a smal 
clock to the court. It was stated yes- 
ry prea the jury was composed of. six 
Republicans, three Democrats, and 
three independents. The foreman was |

gathered in his chambers at the Crim-

I 
eei that justice has-been done. I 
never had any doubt of the outcome 
because I knew from the beginning that 
I had won.’ 

Whether or not Justice Sawyer grants 
the application to set aside the verdict 
ge directs a new trial, the case will 

o aprseid. but is not likely to be de- 
oa by the Court of Appeals before 
the end of the year. 


NURSES’ CAMP AT VASSAR. 


Red Cross and National Defense 
Council to Supervise Training. 


Four scholarships, each fer $350, have 
been given to the Vassar Training Camp 
for Nurses, to be held at the college this 
Summer, by the class of '13 of Vassar, in 
memory of their classmate Miss Anabel 
Roberts, who was the first American girl 
to lose her life in’ active service at the 
front.’

THREATENED IN EAST 


Government Oil Director Here to| 
Discass More Efficiént 
Di: ‘ 1b tio ‘ ‘ : 


Mark L. Requa, Government Oil Di-4 
rector, held a conference ' yesterday 
with the Petroleum War Sérvice Com-. 
mitteé: at the offices of the Standard 
Oil Company, 26 Broadway, to consider 








try’s stock of fuel ofl, It was said that 
a~-few refiners were experiencing 4iffi- 


plants, due to poor transportation facil- 
ities. Adequate storagé facilities for 
consumers was another matter. up for 
consideration. On this point Mr. Requa 
said: 

‘* We are getting up a list of consum- 
ers of fuel oll and want them to pro- 
vide adequate storage. facilities. We 
want them to provide storage facilities 
to meet sixty-day requirements. Some 
of these consuiners are Using tank cars 
in their yards for storage purposes, 
drawing upon the cars for. the oil as 
required. This practice ties up cars 
urgently needed for quick transporta- 
tion ‘movement. With proper storage 
facilities, consumers would not be un- 
der the necessity of tying up the roll- 
ing stock wanted to carty oll.” . 

The Oil Director said a shortage of 
refined oil products was threatened this 
veer on the Eastern seaboard. Ilhus- 
trating this, he said the Presidential 
Refinery, at Baltimore, was out of oil. 
Mr. Requa expects. to meet the Presi- 
dent of this concern here today and 
see if it is possible to obtain a supply. 
Mr. Requa will continue his conference 
with the oil men here today and oom 
to Washington tonight. 

Mr. Requa also held a.conference at 
the New York office of the Oil Di- 
vision of the Federal Fuel Administra+ 
tion, 42 Broadway, with representatives 
of the wire rope manufacturing in- 
dustry from every part of the country. 
It was decided ‘that a general speed- 
ing up of production in the domestic 
wire rope industry would be necessary 
if the new oil and gas wells now in 
course of development for naval and 
‘other war purposes were to be properly 
equipped. 

The wire rope represéntatives told 
Mr. Requa that the scarcity in wire 


rope at this time was due to the ab- 
normally ae agg goon placed by the 
Government . the navy and army. 
The c nference “developed ‘the fact that: 


between 20,000 and. 25,000 tons. of wire 
rope would be required to equi La 
projected enlargements in‘oil an 


production in the United States. T is 
tonnage the manufacturers present 
promised to: furnish. 


Mr. Requa had a word of warning to 
say to the ropemakers against prof- 
iteering. “‘ I find,’’ he said, ‘ that there 


has been considerable profiteering in 
wwire rope, not by the manufacturers, 
but by jobbers. This profiteering has 
amounted to.as high as 300 per cent. 
That practice we will stop wherever 
found. The provisions of the Lever law 
under which the Fuel Administration is 
pode will be applied to correct this 
abuse.”’

‘Ihe highest-priced silver fox sola 
went to Louis Gassner of San Fran- 
cisco for $490. Largely due to the 
farm breeding of these animals, the 
demand for blacks is not as active as 
it was scme. years ago, and black 
tking that sold here yosterday at 
$100 to $125 would then have brought 
several times those amounts. As one 
buyer put it, “The farm fox has 
robbed the wild fox of his glory.” In 
addition to Mr. Gassner, silver fox was 
bought by C. G. Gunther's Sons, Halle 
Itrothers of Cleveland, A. Fisher, H. 
Jaeckel & Sons, Kaufman & Ober- 
leder, and Konvalinka & Weiss. 

The prices obtained for these skins 
were good generally, and played no 
small part in raising the total for the 
two days’ selling to about 1. 250,000. 
Because of the slowness with which 
these furs are sold, the entire collec-

ay. About 175 skins, therefore, have 
been put over until today, when sell- 
ing will begin at 9:80 A, M., commenc- 
ing with lot No. 8,602.

Conversion Privileges Explained, 


Because of the many inquiries that 
have been received by the Liberty Loan 
Committee in reference to. the conver- 
sion privileges of the outstanding bond 
issues, Arthur M. Anderson, Director of 


Distribution, issued the following state- 
ment: 


The conversion privilege of the outstand- 
ing Liberty bonds should be clearly under- 
stood. No outstanding bond carries the 
right of conversion into a 4% per cent. 
bond running. for ten years, whichis the 
length of. the issue now being sold. 

Holders of the 3% (or of the 4s issued 
on conversion of the 344s) may convert into 
a 30-year 4% per cent. bond redeemable, 
at the option of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, aftér fifteen years from the date of 
onds. Holders of the second loan 4s 
may convert into-a 25-year 4% per cent. 
bond, redeemable, at. the. option of the 
Secretary of the. Treasury, after ten years. 
None of the 4% per cent. bonds so issued 
on conversion of outstanding bonds will in 
turn carry a conversion privilege. 

The 8% per cent. bonds, if not converted 
within the period set by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, will still retain the Nght to 
convert into subsequent issues bearing a 
higher rate of interest than 3% per cent. 
and issued during the peried of the war, 
(cxhept short term issues.) The 4 per cent.” 
bonds, both those issved through conver- 
sion of 348 and those of the second. loan,. 
will not again have any-ftght of subsequent- 
conversion.
